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MAY COME LATER 


\fter Conferences Leaders Ad- 
mit the Serious Situation. 


Messrs. Gould and Skitt Out of 
Town, but Leader Youngson 
Says He Is Not Ready 
to Meet Them Yet. 


Though the officers of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers are known to be 
conservative men and have been successful 
for many years in averting strikes, yet A. 
B. Youngson, Assistant Grand Chief ef the 
Brotherhood, who is now in this city, would 
not say yesterday afternoon that a strike 
was unlikely on the Manhattan Elevated 
Company's lines. Mr. Youngson arrived in 
this city yesterday morning and registered 
at the Broadway, Central Hotel, where he 
held two conferences with the local commit- 
tee of motormen and engineers, which 
waited on President Skitt of the Manhattan 
Railway Company and was twice turned 
down by that official. 

At the close of the second conference Mr. 
Youngson <aid that he had heard the griev- 
ances of the men and had authority to 
sanction a strike, in case it was declared, 
He added that in case two-thirds of the 
men decided in favor of the strike he would 
sanction the strike. 

Mr. Youngsen came to hear the griev- 
ances of the men, and if they were well 
founded, to see the officials of the Man- 
hattan Railway. 

GOULD AND SKITT NOT HERE. 


Vice President Skitt of the company, who 
has full power to conduct the negotiations 
with the mén, was out of town yesterday. 
President George J. Gould of the Manhattan 
Railway Company, to whom the men de- 
cided to appeal, in case the negotiations 
with Mr. Skitt fell through, was also out 
of town, and is not expected until next 
week. In any case, Mr, Youngson was not 
prepared yesterday to go before any of the 
officials of the company, as he wishes to 
be thoroughly informed as to the exact 
nature of the grievances before he takes 
any steps on behalf of the engineers. 

The arrival of T. M. Pierson, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Order of Railroad Telegraphers, 
early in the day from St. Louis, gave rise 
to the idea that the telegraphers were 
going to join issue against the company 
with the engineers and firemen. Mr. Pier- 
son said, however, that he came here to 
look after local differences between the 
telegraphers and the company. It was 
learned later that the trouble*was over the 
discharge of some telegraphers owing to 
the extension of the telephone service. Mr. 
Pierson had a talk with Mr. Youngson, but 
the latter Baid later that it had no reference 
to the existing troubles. 

The first conference between Mr. Young- 
f0n and the local committee took place at 
11 o’clock in the forenoon and lasted two 
hours. It was resumed at 2 P. M. and 
lasted until after 6 o'clock, 

Mr. Youngson was very cheerful after 
the forenoon conference, but his mood was 
changed at the close of the afternoon con- 
ference. At the end of the afternoon con- 
ference Mr. Youngson said: 

“The Gould roads have been very pros- 
perous, and there is no regson why the em- 
ployes should not be treated*fairly, The 
Gould interests could not afford a strike 
at the present. I am here to get an idea 
of the general situation. I think a ninety- 
mile day aud a nine-hour work day is very 
fair. I have no reason to believe that the 
Manhattan Railway Company will not act 
fairly. I worked on an engine cab for 
twenty-five years on a Gould system rail- 
road, and I never found the Goulds any- 
thing but square. I believe that George 
Gould, when the grievances of the engi- 
neers are brought before him, will do -the 
right thing. I shall have a conference with 
Mr. Gould as soon as possible. You tell 
the people that we are not looking for a 
strike.”’ 

MR. YOUNGSON DUBIOUS. 

Asked if a strike were likely 
he said: 

“I am here to prevent a strike if pos- 
sible. The engineers are an intelligent 
body of men, and will not act precipitately. 
It does, however, look as if this ten-hour 
work day was the opening wedge for the 
introduction of a general ten-hour system.” 

Regarding the agreement made between 
the employes of the road and the company 
last February, he said: “There is no 
ground for a charge that such an agree- 
ment is violated by the seeking of a new 
agreement. There was no time limit fixed 
for the February agreement, and nothing 
te prevent the men, if they found it un- 
satisfactory, from seeking a new agree- 
ment,.”"’ 

According to Mr. Youngson, this agree- 
ment was largely brought about through 
the efforts of Ephraim Dutcher, ex-Chief 
of the local brotherhood, and Harry Bell, a 
member of the organization. Both were 
motor instructors at a salary of $4.50 a 
day. They could not serve two masters, the 
company and the brotherhood, he thought, 
with satisfaction to both. 

While the conference was in progress in 
the forenoon at the Broadway Central Ho- 
tel Mr. Youngson went to the office of 
E. T. Jeffery, President of the Denver and

Rio Grande Railway, in the Western Union 
building. Mr. Youngson is an old friend of 
Mr. Jeffery, and is on intimate terms with 
George J. Gould. The pair were closeted 
together for some time, and when the con- 
ference was over Mr. Jeffery said he be- 
lieved there would be no strike. Mr. Young- 
son, he thought, was the best man to 
straighten out any trouble, because, like 
P. M. Arthur, Grand Chief of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, he is a con- 
servative man. 2 

During the afternoon Charles Wilson, 
Vice Grand Master of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen, arrived in the city 
and registered at the Broadway Central 
Hotel. He came to look after the interests 
of the firemen. Grand Master John J. 
Hanahan of the firemen was expected, but 
sent Wilson instead. The conference was 
resumed as soon as he arrived, and lasted 
until after 6 P. M. At the close Mr. Young- 
son said he did not know how long he 
would be here. 

**I might be here for a week and I might 
be here for a month,”’ he said. ‘‘I have not 
seen any of the officials of the company, 
and I do not know when I will be ready to. 

“I do not know what may happen,” he 
said. ‘‘How can I tell whether there will 
have had interviews 
with the officers of the company before, 
and have always found them ready to listen 
to reason.” 


ANOTHER CONFERENCE TO-DAY. 


““We will have another conference to- 
morrow, beginning at 9:30 A. M., and after 
that I may be able to talk.”’ 

Vice Grand Chief Wilson of the Loco- 
motive Firemen was less communicative 
than Mr. Youngson. He has the reputation 
of being an aggressive labor leader and in 
favor of aggressive measures. He said: 

‘All I have to say is that if we strike 
the reporters will be the first to be asked 


to walk. I won’t say anything more. Mr. 
Youngson is the press agent. When a 
strike. comes we're not going to give it 
away beforehand.” 

There were reports that there was con- 
siderable disagreement among the members 
of the committee during the afternoon 
session. Mr. Youngson looked worried when 
it Was over. 

At the offices of the Manhattan Ele- 
vated Railway Company it was stated that 
Vice President Skitt might be away for a 
day or two, and that Mr. George J. Gould 
had gone for a brief vacation and will be 
back early next week. It was believed that 
he was in Saratoga. 

Russell Sage declined to express an opin- 
ion on the situation. 

“IT am not running the road,” he said. 
“Mr. Skitt is the man who is authorized 
to talk. He knows the exact situation." 

Chairman Jeack of the local committee 
said last night that he did not think there 
was any immediate danger of a strike. 


DEFEAT FOR JOHN W. GATES. 


Writ to Compel Colorado Fuel and Iron 
Co, to Show Its Books Dismissed.

DENVER, Col., Aug. 7.—John W. Gates 
was given a knock-out blow this morning 
in his fight with the Osgood faction of the 
Colorado Fuel and Iron Company by the 
dismissal of the writ of mandamus applied 
for by Arthur J. Singer, in the District 
Court, to compel the company to show its 
books and list of shareholders. 

Judge Johnson held yesterday that the 
petition for an alternative writ of man- 
damus did not‘contain sufficient facts on 


which to pase a complaint. The Directors, 
he said, should have been made parties to 
the suit, because it is their duty to compel 
the Secretary to keep the transfer books, 
while the petition merely alleged that no 
such books were kept, and asked that the 
Secretary be ordered by the court to do so. 
The demurrer of the respondents was ac- 
cordingly sustained on these grounds.

lowa Democrats Will Probably Nom- 
inate the Son of ex-Gov. Boies 
in Speaker’s District.

WATERLOO, Iowa, Aug. 7.—At the meet- 
ing of the leading Democrats of this, the 
Third Congressional Disfwrict, to-day, it was 
decided to put E. L. Boies, son of ex-Gov. 
Boies again in the field against Speaker 
David B. Henderson, in the coming election. 

It is understood that Mr. Boies has stated 
that he will not refuse the nomination, 
should it be tendered him, but that he will 
not make a fight for it. He is regarded 


by the Democrats as the only man who 
would stand any show against Mr. Hen- 
derson, as he is expected to poll the one- 
time strength of his father. 

The convention takes place at Dubuque 
early in September, at which time Mr. 
Boies will probably be nominated by ac- 
clamation. 


TO START ROOSEVELT BOOM. 


Understood that President’s Re-election 
Will Be Urged at Convention of 
Republican Clubs.

CHICAGO, Aug. 7.—General arrangements 
for the convention of the National League 
of Republican Clubs were to have been per- 
fected at a meeting of the committee ap- 
pointed for that purpose at the office of 
President Isaac Miller Hamilton to-day, 
but owing to the illness of one of the mem- 
bers the conference was postponed until 
the latter part of the week or the first of

PHILADELPHIA, Aug, 7.—Six men were 
badly hurt to-day the collapse of a 
trestle at the city’s new filtration plant in 
course of construction for the city at 
Torresdale, a suburb. The injured:

All of the injured men, excepting Dan- 
ston, were at work on the trestle. Dan- 
ston was working with about forty other 
laborers beneath the structure, and it is 
regarded as miraculous that his compan- 
ions escaped injury. 

The trestle was being built and the acci- 
dent was caused by a weak support which 
gave way, resulting in the collapse of the 
superstructure, which in falling carried the 
workmen to the ground. 

Danston’s injuries are comparatively 
slight, but ail of the ‘others were injured 
iniernally besides sustaining broken bones. 
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KING EDWARD'S MESSAGE| WELSH COLONY SUFFERING. 


On Eve of Coronation Thanks His 
People for Their Sympathy. 


Minor Rehearsals of the Coronation 
Ceremony at Westminster—King’s 
Health Satisfactory. 


LONDON, Aug. &8.—Everything is in readi- 
ness for King Edward's coronation to-mor- 
row. The King’s health is as good as 
could be expected, and his strength con- 
tinues to increase satisfactorily. 

Some regalia for the coronation was re- 
moved to-day from Buckingham and St. 
James's Palaces to Westminster Abbey, 
where minor rehearsals of the coronation 
ceremony were heli. Vhe Prince of Wales 
and the Duke of Connaught also paid visits 
of inspection to the Abbey. 

The King did not drive out to-day. A 
large crowd had gathered outside Bucking- 
ham Palace in expectation of their Majes- 
tie’s taking a drive, and the King, who was 
lunching in one of the front rooms of the 
building, came to a window in full view of 
the people, who cheered him enthusiastical- 
ly. The King bowed his acknowledgments. 

It had been expected that his Majesty 
would visit Westminster Abbey to-day, but 
he did not do so. He was busily engaged 
with his secretary, Lord Knollys. 

The following message from Kink Ea- 
ward to his peepie was made public to- 
night: 

Tuo My People: On the eve of my coronation, an 
event which I look upon as one of the most 
solemn and important of my life, I am anxious 
to express to my people at home and in the 
colonies and in India my heartfelt appreciation 
of the deep sympathy they have manifested 
toward me during a time in my life of such im- 
minent danger. | The postponement of the coro- 
nation ceremony, owing to my illness, has 
caused, I fear, much inconvenience and trouble 
to all who intended to celebrate it. But their 
disappointment has been borne by them with 
admirable patience and temper. 

The prayers of my people for my recovery 
were heard, and I now offer up my deepest 
gratitude to Divine Providence for having pre- 
served my life and given me strength to fulfil 
the important duties which devolve upon me 
as sovereign of this great Empire. 

EDWARD, R. AND I. 

Buckingham Palace, Aug. 8. 

The proclamation is a personal and spon- 
taneous expression of his Majesty's feel- 
ings. It was conceived and written by 
himself in an autograph letter to the Home 
Secretary, C. T. Ritchie. In addressing the 
letter to the Home Secretary the King fol- 
lowed the traditions observed by the late 
Queen Victoria when she addressed person- 
al messages to the ration. 

An official bulletin was 
which said: 

‘King Edward bore the journey to Lon- 
don yesterday without the least fatigue. 


His Majesty had a good night and is in ex- 
cellent health. The wound practically is 
healed."’ 

Another bulletin will be issued on Sunday 
next. It will be the last and it will be is- 
sued only with the object of placing on rec- 
ord how the King bore the coronation cere- 
mony.

Result of Investigation Over” Death of 
Joseph Beddal Causes Imprisonment 
of Butcher and Saloon Keeper. 


SHENANDOAH, Penn., Aug. 7.—The 
Coroner's Jury which has been investigat- 
ing the death of Joseph Beddal, who re- 
ceived his fatal injuries in the riot here 
last week, concluded its inquiry to-day and 
rendered a verdict holding ‘‘ Joseph Palu- 
wicz, a butcher; Matthew Paulaskas, a 
one-armed saloon keeper, and many other 
rioters unknown to the jury, responsibie 
for the killing. 

The men named in the verdict are now 
locked up and other arrests will follow. 
The two men were taken into.custody this 
afternoon by two constables, who were 
protected by a platoon of soldiers from 
Company K of the Twelfth Regiment. 

A large number of witnesses were exam- 
ined, including the three workmen and 
Deputy Sheriff Thomas Beddal, who were 
first attacked by the mob, the six police- 
men who were subsequently set upon and 
some of them shot, and several eye-wit- 
nesses of the riot. 

Paluwiez was identified by three boys 
who testified they saw him in the crowd 
with a club and Pawlaskas is alleged by 
another witness to have injured Joseph 
Beddal. The policemen testified that as

One other foreigner, 
Joseph Wenczkonis, who was shot in the 
face, wus arrested to-day on a charge of 
rioting. Nearly a dozen men are now in 
custody, charged with complicity in the 
affair. _ 

The situation in this section of the coal 
fields remains unchanged, and staff offi- 
cers at brigade headquarters do not ap- 
prehend any trouble in the near future.

Brig. Gen. Gobin had been requested by 
the town authorities to send a company of 
men to that locality because of the disor- 
ders that had been occurring there. Com- 
pany A of the Eighth Regiment, under 
Capt. Garver, was on duty there all night, 
and early this morning the Colonel of the 
regiment said the company was greeted 
with a shower of stones which came from 
the top of the high hill overlooking the 
railroad station. 

The Captain immediately implaced a de- 
tail of men in the vicinity of the houses 
from which the stones were thrown, No 
one Was captured, as the offenders had 
escaped before the soldiers reached the top 
of the hill. 

Last night an intoxicated coal and iron 
policeman wandered into the camp and be- 
came disorderly. He was placed in: the 
guard tent, and this morning was released. 
A number of strikers heard of the incident 
and formed a picket line around the camp, 
waiting for the man to leave the place. 
They followed him down the Mahanoy 
City Road, but asethere were a number of 
soldiers in the vicinity, the strikers did 
not molest him. 

The Rev. Charles Edwards, pastor of the 
Presbyterian Church here, ex-State Presi- 
dent of the Young Men's Bible Society, said 
to-day that the young men in his congre- 
gation, which is made up principally of 
mine workers, have informed him that for- 
eigners have determined to cut off an ear 
of every man who returns to work, so that 
they will forever be marked as “ unfair 
workmen.” 


TAMAQUA, Penn., Aug. 7.—To-day about 
300 strikers, mostly foreigners, patrolled 
‘the street? of Summit Hill, and made an 
effort to force all workmen to return to 
their homes. For a time the town was in 
a riotous state. Non-union men were com- 
pelled to flee for safety. Those who were 
captured were roughly handled. Sheriff 
Gombert of Carbon Countygsays he is un- 
able to prevent outbreaks, and Gen. Gobin 
has been advised of the situation.

BURNED TO WATER’S EDGE. 


Passengers of Ferryboat New Bruns- 
wick Taken Ashore — Engineer 
Scorched—Horses Swam 
to Safety.

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., Aug. 7.—The 
overturning of a lamp in the engine room 
of the ferryboat New Brunswick, plying 
between this city and New York, set fire 
to the boat abvut 10 o'clock to-night, and 
so rapidly did the flames spread that the 
vessel had to be beached on the meadows, 
about three miles below the city, and al- 
lowed to burn to the water's edge. The boat 
carried a crew of twenty-three men, and 
there were sixteen passengers aboard. 

Capt. George F. Rogers of Brooklyn gave 
orders that the lifeboats should be lowered 
When it became apparent that the flames 
could not successfully be fought, and the 
passengers were taken ashore so speedily 
that there was no excitement. 

The engineer of the boat, William Traver 
of Bath, N.-Y., was badly burned about 
the face and hands. 

Two race horses belonging to John B. 
Hubbard of New Brunswick were pushed 
overboard, and swam ashore uninjured. 
The passengers were carried to the city 
in wagons; the crew rowed up. The New 
grunswick, which was the property of 
the New York, Amboy and New Brunswick 
Steamboat Company, had been in commis- 
sion since 1881, and was valued at 860,000. 
She was partially insured.

Sioux Brave from Montana, Nagiyanpe 
by Name, Elected Director of Munic- 
ipal Band at Carlisle, Penn.

“I understand that the conditions at- 
taching to police service make some pro- 
tection of officers from arbitrary removal 
neccessary in the interests of the force, but 
I believe that the existing law can be im- 
portantly improved in this and in other re- 
apects. 

‘In the first place, the force at the pres- 
ent time is not properly organized. The 
Police Commissioner is obliged to adminis- 
ter it without a Chief of Police. This is 
precisely as though the Secretary of War 
Were called upon to administer the army 
without a commander in chief. The effect 
is to culminate upon the Commissioner two 
different sorts of duties that do not belong 


together. 

“In the next place, the Commissioner is 
obliged to conduct all important trials per- 
sonally. In a force so large as the police 
force of the City of New York, numbering 
approximately 8,000 officers and men, this 
again is a serious burden to throw upon 
an exetutive officer. I think some means 
should be devised: for relieving the Com- 
missioner of such a duty. It may well be 
that the finding of any tribunal to be cre- 
ated should be subject to the approval of 
the Commissioner of Police, but the actual 
duty of conducting the trial ought not, 
necessarily, to fall upon the executive head 
of the department. 

“I think, also, that a system can be de- 
vised which wilf command gr« ater support 
from the courts. A good executive officer 
is not necessarily capable of conducting 
@ trial so to avoid legal mistakes; he 
may be wholly at sea as to methods of pro- 
cedure. The @present system makes as 
great as possible the danger of the mis- 
carriage, both of discipline and of justice, 
growing out of errors in procedure in con- 
ducting police trials. A wise policy would 
make this danger as small as possible. 


PENSION FUND DRAWBACK. 


“Again, the officers and men are grant- 
ed special protection by the courts because 
of their contribution to the pension fund. 
I think the City of New York could very 
well afford, in case of need, to put an end 


to the property interest in the department 
enjoyed by the force because they con- 
tribute to the pension fund. 

“There are doubtless other amendments 
which experience under the present law 
would indicate to be desirable. 1 ave, 
therefore, determined to appoint a commis- 
sion, consisting of Commissioner Partridge, 
Mr. Eugene A. Philbin, and Gen. Avery D. 
Andrews, to look into this subject and make 
to me such suggestions as to amendments 
of the law as may seem to them good. 

“I have been much interested, also, 
in the discussion which has been carried 
on concerning the three-platoon system. It 
appears to me clear that the objections to 
that system, 4s it was formerly organized, 
are serious and weighty. On the other 
hand, many of the criticims urged against 
the present two-platoon system also seem 
to me to be very strong. The standard of 
living in the United States, and especially 
in the City of New York, has changed so 
much since the two-platoon system was 
adopted, thirty years ago, that 1 am easily 
able to believe that some change in the 
system may be necessary in order to meet 
the present demands of the public con- 
science. I think that existing conditions fa- 
vor the adoption by the city, at the pres- 
ent time, of the very best system that can 
be devised. 

“This, again, however, is a matter that 
requires, for its wise solution, careful study 
as well as technical knowledge It may 
easily be that the most desirable system 
that can be devised will involve the co-op- 
eration of the financial authorities of the 
city with the Police Department, if it is to 
be made practicable. I shall, therefore, 
ask the same gentiemen to look into this 
matter and to report to me their recom- 
mendations in this regard. 

“Tt will not be imagined, I am sure, that 
I place my reliance solely upon changes in 
the law, and in the readjustment of the 
hours of police duty, for improvement in the 
police conditions of the city. Even under 
the existing law, with all its defects, the 
Police Commissioner has large command of 
the situation, and I expect te see improve- 
ment steadily effected. The law, however, 
is the Commissioner's tool; and better work 
can be done with a good tool than with a 
poor one. 

“ Heated discussion of the excise law has

If we can prepare a revision of the 
laws which will place the Police Depart- 
ment upon a permanent and satisfactory 
basis, we will have done something well 
worth doing. I cannot at this time discuss

Mayor makes.”’

DEVERY: “JOB TOO BIG FOR ’EM.” 


Says Mayor Has Had “ Staggering of 
the Brains ’’—Had No Red Light 
District to Close.

‘But Mayor Low says that the ‘red 
light’ district has been wiped out,’’ sug- 
gested the interviewer. 

Mr. Devery bristled up. His face took on 
a stern look, and he shouted: 

‘There never was any ‘red light’ dis- 
trict in New York to close up. Say, they 
are just useless. They couldn't close any- 
thing up.”’ 

‘‘ What do you think is the trouble in the 
Police Department?" 

‘The man to run the Police Department 
of New York has got to come up from the 
sidewalk. He has got to pound the pave- 
ments and then get to be a sergeant, and 
then a roundsman, and so up the ladder. 
They take these militia fellows and put 
them in charge of a city force. Now, those 
fellows down there now might be able to 
up some tin soldiers on a farm and 
give them orders march around with 
their bright uniforms on. That's a sort 
of dress-parade business, and they are 
good for nothing else. They might do all 
right in the country, but never in a cos- 
mopolitan city, because they don't know 
the people.”’ 

‘* Mayor Low says that there should be a 
Chief of Police,’’ was suggested. 

“That's it. Just the way. Waking up 
that they need a Chief of Police. Of course 
they do. They say that they are proud of 
the police. The people of New York were 
proud of the police before the first of Jan- 
uary last, but they have lost all that feel-

‘Yes, I put the three platoon system in 
operation, and they stopped it, The block 
system is the best for the police of New 
York. A policeman’s beat extends half 
down the block, and, say, just get the 
records of the department under my ad- 
ministration when the police force was un- 
der the three platoon system and now. I'll 
bet that the record under my three-pla- 
toon system is the best. That's a matter 
of record, and they can't get away from it. 
If they have got any sense—don't talk 
about brains—they'll put the three-platoon 
system back again. If you are going to 
have a citizen at the head of the Police 
Department, then he won't know anything 
about the system in New York.

SENATOR PLATT SKEPTICAL. 


Considers the Establishment of a 
State Police the Only Way Out 
of Present Difficulties. 


Senator Thomas C. Platt, when seen at 
his Summer home at the Oriental Hotel, 
Manhattan Beach, last night, was reserved 
in his comment on Mayor Low’s statement. 

“The commission named is a good one,”’ 
said, “ but I fail to see how [good men 
they are] they can do anything to 
straighten out the chaos that exists under 
the present method of policing the city. 
The only chance that I can see for im- 
provement in the system is through the es- 
tablishment of a State police, on something 
like the general plan for a State constabu- 
lary as provided for in the bill that was 
before the Legislature two years ago.”’ 

Senator Platt declined to comment on the 
suggestions of Mayor Low as regards the 
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work of the police toward the énforcement 
of the excise law, and declared that he was 
not sufficiently familidr with the details of 
the present police system to be able to 
criticise either the pension plan or the ex- 
isting difficulties in the management of the 
police. He also refused to commit hmself 
on the matter of the power of removal as 
a means of ridding the police force of un- 
worthy officers, and returned to the plan 
of a State police system by saying: 

“The only way that I can see out of the 
difficulty is by establishing State super- 
vision over all police affairs, The bill 
which was presented before the Legislature 
under the name of the Cohen bill had my 
approval at the time, and in my mind cov- 
ered the case fully. I am convinced that as 
long as the effort is made to frame legis- 
lation for special cases the troubles that 
exist now will remain. A general police 
law is my idea of the solution of the diffi- 
culties, and until a general law is enacted 
there will be much the same police prob- 
lem. The Cohen bill would cover the case 
and existing needs completely.” 

The bill which Senator Platt referred to 
was presented to the Legislature in the 
early part of the session of 1901, and at 
the time was generally known as the Platt 
State Constabulary bill. It was drawn by 
ex-Judge Willlam N. Cohen on lines sug- 
gested by Senator Platt and held a promi- 
nent position in Albany affairs through the 
Winter, though in the énd it was defeated. 
This measure provided for the establish- 
ment of a State Constabulary which should 
supersede the existing police organizations 
of all cities in the State after midnight of 
June 30, 1901, the_old_ bodies then to he 
abolished and the new State organization to 
take power with the same men, who should 
then be under the control of a Commission- 
er of State Constabulary, to be appointed 
for a term of approximately five years for 
the first term and five years for succeed- 
ing terms. 

A salary of $6,000 and $1,500 for expenses 
was provided for the Commissioner, who 
was to be assisted by a Chief Deputy Com- 
missioner at a salary of $3,500 and $1,500 
for expenses, two Deputy Commissioners at 
$2,000 and $1,000 for expenses each, and a 
sufficient clerical force, all to be appointed 
by the State Commissioner of Constabulary. 

Other provisions of the proposed law were 
that there should be four Commissioners of 
Divisions and four Treasurers of Divisions 
to govern the policing of the chief cities, 
which were divided into four classes, with 
New York in the first class, Albany and 
Troy in the second, Syracuse and Rochester 
in the third, and Buffalo in the fourth. The 
Division Commissioners also were to be 
appointed by the State Commissioner and to 
serve during the pleasure of that official, 
thus putting absolute contro] of the State 
police in the hands of the State Commis- 
sioner. 

These division officials by the terms of 
the bill were to be persons who had served 
in the Police Departments existing before 
in the rank of Sergeant or higher, thus 
giving the general suggestion that existing 
police arrangements would not be Iinter- 
fered with beyond the fixing of a central 
plan of control. 

Further provisions of the Platt or Cohen 
bill were that there should be a Superin- 
tendent of State Constabulary for each city 
of the first four classes, a Deputy Super- 
intendent for each 1,500 members of the 
force of said city, an Inspector for each 
750 members of each police force, Captains 
not to exceed 1 for each 50 members, and 
Detective Sergeants in such numbers as 
might be deemed proper by the Division 
Superintendent. Minor officials were pro- 
vided for fully, leaving no detail of the 
service out of the control of the State 
Superintendent. 

Aside from the provisions of the bill 
for the larger cities it was provided that 
there should be appointed by the State 
Head Constables in the ratio of not less 
than 1 for each 500, or more than 1 for each 
250 of population. Under the terms of the 
bills existing police bodies were to be 
continued, but the State Superintendent 
was to succeed in power all existing Police 
Board Commissions and like bodies. 

It was further provided that after the 
enactment of this bill no existing salaries 
were to be increased except by the pro- 
visions of the bill, and that all police sys- 
tems were to be placed under the control of 
the State Civil Service Board.

“Whatever Col. Partridge says, just write 
it down as ‘me too.’ I am too good a sol- 
dier to criticise my superiors. Mayor Low 
is a clear-headed man. Col. Partridge 
knows more about the specific matters con- 
tained in the statement than I do. Those 
matters would naturally come under his di- 
rection as Commissioner. 

** My idea, as gathered from the Mayor's 
talk, may be different from others. Mayor 
Low says in effect that if a policeman 
comes along and sees the curtains up and 
the barroom clear, so that there is no plain 
violation of the law, it does not offend 
public decency if in the back room are gath- 
ered three or four men taking a quiet drink. 
If we are going to church with our wives 
and children on Sunday morning and we 


see men standing in front of a bar drinking 
or intoxicated and noisy it is an outrage 
to public decency which the people will not 
tolerate. 

“ This is a cosmopolitan city and the peo- 
ple have certain rights which they feel 
should be enjoyed. If you forbid a person 
to take a drink he will get that drink in 
spite of you. That's just human nature. 
Just the same as you and I would do. 
Now, if a man feels that you are not pre- 
venting him from having a glass of beer on 
Sunday he won't crave it so much.” 


MORRIS TEKULSKY PLEASED. 


Just What Was Needed to Let the 
Liquor Dealers Know Where 


They Stood, He Says. 

“This talk of Mayor Low’'s,”’ said Morris 
Tekulsky, ex-President of the New York 
State Liquor Association, yesterday, “is 
the most straightforward and fearless that 
I have ever known to come from a public 
officer. It is the best statement I have

It would not be right 
for me to criticise Mayor Low in any way,

President Voorhis said he agreed with 
Mayor Low that there should be an execu- 
tive head of the Police Department. 

“It makes little difference whether the 
official is called a Chief of Police or a 
Superintendent,’ said he, ‘“‘but the actual 
work of trying men for petty violations of 
duty should be left to such an official head. 
All his decisions should be subjected to re- 
view by the Commissioner, especially when 
the sentence invo!ves either dismissal from 
the force, suspension, or a fine, of, say, 
thirty days’ pay. I do not care in an off- 
hand way to discuss the intricate subject of 
police legislation and the enforcement of 
the excise law.’’ 


DISMISSED FROM THE FORCE. 


No Mercy Shown to Policeman Who 
Spent Two Hours and a Half 
Off Post. 


Policeman Forster of the West Thirtieth 
Street Station was tried at Police Head- 
quarters yesterday for neglect of duty and 
dismiss¢d from the force for being off his 
post on Twenty-fourth Street and in Proc- 
tor’s Theatre for two hours and a half. 

Sergt. Russell of Deputy Commissioner 
Thurston's office, and Roundsman Jones of 
Inspector Harley's staff, were the com- 
plainants against the policeman. They had 
been assigned in citizens’ clothing to inves- 
tigate a complaint that policemen use 
Proctor's Theatre as a sleeping place dur- 
ing the early hours. 

Russell and Jones told of going to Twen- 
ty-fourth Street and remaining upon a 
doorstoop till Forster came along trying 
his doors. When the policeman got to the 
point opposite the stage entrance, having 
passed them without recognizing either, he 
crossed and went inside. Jones remained 
on Twenty-fourth Street, watching the 
door there, while Russell went around to 
the Twenty-third Street entrance. Forster 
staid in the place from 3:12 A. M. to 5:37 
A. M., when he came out the Twenty-fourth 
Street side. 

‘I know, and most everybody knows,” 
said Col. Thurston, ‘‘that the patrolmen 
on this force don't do their duty. Com- 
plaints are constantly being received that 
they do not patrol properly. They go into 
places to rest and beat their tours of duty 
when they shouid be out watching. In order 
that other ofticers in this department may 
know that this kind of thing has got to 
stop, i shall certainly recommend to the 
Commissioner that you be dismissed from 
the force.”’ 

Lawyer Mark Alter, counsel for Forster, 
pleaded for another chance for his client, 
but as this was far from being the firs 
complaint of the kind against the policeman, 
Col. Thurston was obdurate. Then the law- 
yer pleaded with’Commissioner Partridge, 
who had taken a seat beside Col. Thurston. 
Col. Partridge answered that he would ap- 
prove the judgment. 

“The people have a right to get a re- 
turn for their money,’’ said he. ‘“ A police- 
man who leaves the people who pay him to 
the mercy of thieves while he goes away 
for two hours and a half has no claim for 
sympathy.” 


RAIDS BY CAPT. WENDEL. 


Alleged Chief of “Handbook Men” 
Among Prisoners Taken. 


Police Captain Charles C. Wendel of the 
Elizabeth Street Station and Detectives 
Rauth, Finn, Bernstein, and Burns paid a 
visit yesterday to the saloon at the corner 
of Chambers and Centre Streets, kept by 
Andrew Berger, and arrested George A. 
Wallace on the charge of running a hand- 
on the races, and also took Berger 
on the charge of permitting gambling in 
his place, 

Then the party separated and went to 
Room 92 in the Stewart Building. On the 
door was the sign, ‘‘ Walter Mack, Agent 
for Baker’s Cocoa."’

LINCOLN, Neb., Aug. 7.—Under 
caption ‘‘A Bloddthirsty President,” 
J. Bryan's Commoner to-day says: 

“President Roosevelt in his recent ex- 
temporaneous speech at West Point gave 
expression to a sentiment which suggests 
an inherent barbarism that will have to be 
taken into account in weighing his pur- 
poses and predicting his future course. 

“His address on ‘Strenuous Life,’ de- 
livered some three years ago, showed that 
he gave to virtue the ancient, rather than 
the modern, definition, and placed phy- 
sical courage above mental greatness and 
moral worth. But in his West Point speech 
he laid aside all restraint, and in a fit of 
animal enthusiasm, said: ‘A good soldler 
must not only be willing to fight; he must 
be anxious to fight; I do not want to have 
anything to do with him if he is not.’ 

“When he said this he turned a light 
upon his inner Self and revealed a moral 
deformity which must shock such of his 
friends as are not wholly carried away with 
the bloody and brutal gospel of imperial- 
ism. If the President really means what 
he says; we may expect that his second 
term, if he has one, will be made for ever 
illustrious by the inauguration of a new 
régime at the.Military Academy and in the 
army. The Ten Commandments and the 
Sermon on the Mount will be discarded 
and the yellow-back novel substituted for 
them—for ‘Thou shalt not kill’ and 
‘Blessed are the peacemakers’ could have 
no proper place in a school designed to 
train men to be ‘anxious to fight.’ 

‘* Cadets are not selected because they are 
by nature ferocious, they are not kept 
chained like savage dogs and let loose oc- 
casionally to gratify their passion for mis- 
chief; they are, on the contrary, educated 
measure and kept in 
readiness for possible contingencies. 

“It is unfortunate for the country that 
the President should have held before its 
embryo soldiers the lowest rather than the 
highest ideals of military life. There have 
been many good soldiers during the last 
1900 years, great Christian soldiers, who 
have loved peace and yet, who have, in an 
hoyr of peril, won glory for their country 
and themselves. These should be eulogized 
and emulated. Evil and only evil can come 
from idealizing the bloodthirsty soldiers. 

Referring to Judge Jackson and his in- 
junction The Commoner will also say: 

‘“*Judge Jackson is more lawless than 
the men against whom he directs his 
speeches. Judge Jaekson usurps the power 
(not the right) to make Jaws and fix pen- 
alties, not according to the Constitution 
but aecording to his own warped and biased 
judgment. 

‘“A4 lawless Judge is a greater menace 
to free government than all the petty 
crimes which come before him in a life- 
time. Impeachment proceedings have been 
suggested, and it is to be hoped that the 
matter will be brought before Congress. 

“It was thought that when Federal Judge 
Jackson imposed jail sentences upon a num- 
ber of labor organizers because of their 
public speeches the injunction proceedings 
had been carried to the extreme in the in- 
terests of the coal] barons, but now we are 
told that it was charged that certain per- 
sons ‘were purchasing and _ distributing 
supplies to feed tne strikers,’ and on the 
present action of that terrible accusation 
the Federal Judge issued an injunction. 

‘It is indeea a great offense against the 
peace and dignity of the land for men to 
purchase and distribute food to human 
beings.”’ 


PRESIDENT TO NEGROES. 


Letter Read at Congress of Colored Peo- 
ple at Atlanta. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Aug. 7.—Strong addresses 
were delivered by prominent leaders of the 
race at to-day’s session of the Negro Young 


People's Christian and Educational Con- 
gress. The following letter of regret from 
President Roosevelt was read: 
*‘Corresponding Secretary, Negro Young 
Péople's Christian and Educational Con- 
ress. 

‘My Dear Sir: Your letter of recent date 
referring to the proposed Negro Young 
People’s Congress to be held in Atlanta 
Aug. 6 to 11, 1902, has been received. I very 
much regret that it will not be possible for 
me to attend, but I take pleasure in Sending 
to the congress, through you, greetings and 
best wishes for its success in inculcating in 
the young people of your race principles of 
right thinking, of unswerving integrity, and 
of thoroughness in whatever part they may 
take in the world's work. 

“THEODORE ROOSEVELT.” 


During the afternoon many _ delegates 
gathered at the different city churches to 
discuss problems in regard to the future 
of the negro race. The Rev. Ernest Lyon 
of Baltimore, speaking of lynchings, said: 
“The negro has been lynched and his body 
used as fagots for bonfires, but there is no 
record in the courts of law charging the 
negro with leading a mob against his per- 
secutors, or with putting a torch even to 
the homes of his enemies. The negro is a 
friend of law and order. He is neither a 
striker, a Socialist, nor Anarchist." 

Delegates are still arriving in the city, 
and the attendance is expected to reach 
10,000 by to-morrow night.

CROWDS FLOCKING TO SEE 
OUTLAW TRACY’S BODY. 


The Curious Going to Davenport, Wash- 
ington, from Ali Directions—Every 
One Anxious for a Relic. 


DAVENPORT, Wash., Aug. 7.—The cu- 
rious are flocking to Davenport from all al- 
rections to view the body of Harry Tracy, 
the dead outlaw. The inquest will not be 
concluded until to-morrow, as witnesses 
from Oregon cannot get here to-day. The 
body probably will be taken to Spokane on 
Saturday and later sent to Salem, Ore., for 
burial at the penitentiary. Tracy's guns 
may be distributed among the Creston 
posse. Other relics have already been 
given away. 

A new story of Tracy’s wonderful daring 
has come to light. Mr. McGregor, the 
keeper of a livery stablé at Wilbur, on 
viewing Tracy's body, positively identified 
him as a man who came to his stable last 
Friday night. He says Tracy had two 
horses which he put up for the night. He 
also left his rifle and a bundle, asking the 
unsuspecting liveryman to take care of 
them until morning. Where he spent the 
night is not known, though it is said he ate 
at least one meal in a restaurant in the 
town. About 10 A. M. Saturday he called 
for his horses, bundle and rifle, paid his bill 
and rode away. 

When the Sheriff, with the body of Tra- 
cy, drove through Davenport, hundreds of 
persons followed up the street arid crowded 
about the wagon. By the time the wagon 
reached the morgue the streets were crowd- 


ed, and from every vorner could be heard 
* Three shouts for Lincoln County!” 

The morgue doors had to be closed and 
the crowd was asked to stand back. Sev- 
eral persons were allowed to see the body, 
and then trouble began. Every one want- 
ed a relic, and in a short time nothing was 
left but the body. Some one even picked up 
the handkerchief which had been used by 
Tracy to keep from bleeding to death. 
Many locks of the desperado’s hair were 
carried away, and in some places his head 
had been made baid. His tfousers were 
cut into strips, and before they were di- 
vided they were cut into smaller pieces. 

PORTLAND, Ore., Aug. 7.—It is probable 
that the $4,100 reward’ for Outlaw Tracy's 
body will not be paid for some time owing 
to many claimants. Gov. Gear has already 
stated that he was willing that the State 
should pay the reward when proper iden- 
tification should have been made, but it 
will not be paid until the claimants shall 


‘reach an agreement. 


The aid of the courts may be invoked. It 
is-said that Gov. Gear will favor the pay- 
ment of the $1,500 to Mrs. Waggoner for 
discovering Merrill's body when the reward 
is paid for Tracy. Gov. McBride of Wash- 
ington has announced that he will act in 
accordance wit& the decision of the Salem 
authorities. 





SEQUEL TO “BARON” CASE. 


Brother of ‘“ Manteufel’s"” Man 
raigned—Said to be Son of a 
Rothschild Banker. 


Max Wittels of 158 Hast Houston Street, 
was arraigned in the Yorkville Police Court 
yesterday morning, and remanded for ex- 
amination to-morrow to permit of the at- 
tendance of Mrs. Rose Adler, wife of the 
proprietor of the Transatlantic Hotel, 406 
West Street, whom Superintendent Forbes 
of the Charity Organization Society said 
would come to court and press a complaint 
of larceny against the prisoner. 

The arrest is the sequel to the arrest and 
imprisonment of Herman W. Treubner, who 
posed as the ‘‘ Baron Manteufel.’’ Treub- 
ner was sent to the Island for six months 
by Magistrate Deuel on July 28. When he 
was arrested Otto “Wittels, a brother of 
Max, was taken in also, but discharged 
when arraigned. 

According to the story told by Superin- 
tendent Forbes to Magistrate Pool, when 
Treubner was arrested on July 24 and 
placed in the Tombs Prison, Max Wittels 
went to Mrs. Treubner, wife of the pris- 
oner, who was then living at 116 St. Nicho- 
las Avenue, Brooklyn, and told her that 
it was necessary money should be found to 
prevent her husband receiving a long sen- 
tence. Mrs. Treubner had no money, but 
she went to an aunt of Treubner, Mrs. Rose 
Adler, and begged her assistance. Mrs. 
Adier did not happen to have any ready 
cash, but gave Mrs. Treubner a diamond- 
studded watch and told her to pawn it. 
Forbes says Mrs. Treubner hanued the 
watch to Max Wittels, who obtained $40 
on it. 

When Treubner receivetl his sentence 
Mrs. Treubner asked Wittels what :he had 
done with the proceds of the watch. He 


told her, Mr. Forbes said, he had supplied 
her husband with some money, had bought 
meals for him while in the Tombs, and ex- 
yended sums in various ways, and that if 
e had not done so Treubner would prob- 
ably have been sent to prison for five 
years. He was not satisfied that Wittels 
ad acted squarely with the woman, and so 
caused his arrest. AG

There is not any neces- 
sity for that when practical politics 1s 
what is necessary to the end.

PHILIPPINE RESERVATION 


Order for Land Awarded by Presi- 
dent Is Revoked. 


WAS FOR A NAVAL STATION 


It Was Recommended by Board Ap- 
pointed to Consider the Matter— 
War Department's Protest. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—Outside of a 
very few persons in the Navy Department 
it was not known until to-day that the navy 
had lost the great naval reservation in the 
Philippines awarded to it last Fall by order 
of the President. 

Great astonishment was expressed by 
bureau chiefs in the department who sup- 
posed they were well informed as to naval 
affairs when they learned that the President 
had revoked the order by which he estab- 
lished the reservation. The original order, 
which was issued Nov. 9, 1901, was as fol- 
lows: 

“It is hereby ordered that all tracts and 
parcels of land belpnging to the United 
States situate in the Provinces of Zambales 
and Bataan, in the Island of Luzon, Phil- 
ippine Islands, to the southward and west- 
ward of a line beginning at the mouth of 
Rio Pamatuan, near Capones Islands, and 
following the midchannel course of the 
Pamatuan to the headwaters of the east- 
ernmcst branch of said river; thence east 
(true) to meet a line running north (true) 
from Santa Rita Peak; from this intersec- 
tion to Santa Rita Peak itself; thence to 
Santa Rosa Peak, and thence in a straight 
line in a southerly direction to the sea at 
the town of Bagac and including said town, 
as well as all adjacent islands, bays, har- 
bors, estuaries, and streams within its lim- 
its, be and the same are hereby reserved for 
purposes, and said reservation and 
all lands included within said boundaries 
are hereby placed under the governance 
and control of the Navy Department.” 

This order was designed to carry out the 
recommendation of a board appointed to 
consider the matter of establishing a naval 
station in the Philippines. The board rec- 
ommended that the station be established 
at Olongapo, on Subig Bay, and further rec- 
ommended that the territory described in 
the foregoing order be reserved for naval 
purposes, and placed under the control of 
the Navy Department. 

The board's recommendations having met 
the approval of the President and the res- 
ervation having been established as sug- 
gested, the navy people next turned their 
attention to Congress asked it an 
appropriation for the execution of certain 
projected works at Olongapo. Before much, 
if any, consideration had been given to this 
application, the War Department went to 
the President with the strongest sort of 
protest against his order of Nov. 9. It was 


the President that by his 
order he had given the Navy Department 
governance and control of a little empire 
variously estimated as containing from 200 
to 600 square miles. It was shown, too, 
that the territory was not wild, uninhabit- 
ed country, but that it contained a number 
of large towns and a good many thousands 
of people in the aggregate. 

The navy could not govern such a terri- 
tory as that, it was urged. Why on earth 
it should wish to possess such a territory 
the War Department could not understand. 
At any rate, it ws most inexpedient that 
that territory should be separated from the 
rest of the Philippines and made exempt 
trom the laws for the government of Filip- 
inos established by the civil authorities 
representing the United State in the archi- 
peiago, it was declared. 

Precisely when these representations were 
made to the President nobody in the de- 
partment to-day seemed able to state, but 
the President's revoking order was issued 
May 9, in the following terms: 
“The Executive order of Nov. 
serving for naval purposes and placing 
nder the government and control of the 
Navy Department all tracts and parcels of 
land belonging to the United States situat- 
ed in the Provinces of Zambales and 
Bataan, in the Island of Luzon, Philippine 
Islands, * * * is hereby revoked." 

For some reason this order was not made 

at the time it was issued; in fact, 
was not until July 25 that it was pub- 
lished by Admiral Taylor, then Acting Sec- 
retary of the Navy, for the information of 
the Navy Department. A few persons in 
the department took notice of the order as 
soon as it was published, but generally the 
order escaped notice until to-day, when 
knowledge of it obtained circulation 
through an inquiry as to how work at the 
Olongapo station, was progressing: Several 
of the officials of the department thought 
it strange that the navy should have lost 
its empire in the east without their hearing 
about it. 


CASE OF CORP. O'BRIEN. 
The Soldier Charged with Perjury Will 


Probably Be Tried in Washing- 


ton This Fall. 

NORTH ADAMS, Mass., Aug. 7.—Follow- 
ing the arrest of Corp. Richard O’Brien at 
his home here after midnight last night, on 
the charge of perjury in his testimony be- 
fore the Senate Committee the Philip- 
pines, it was decided by the United States 
authorities to take the soldier to Pittsfield 
for hearing before United States Com- 
missioner Wood, 
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PITTSFIELD, Aug. 7.—A_ brief 
hearing was given Corp Richard J. 
O’Brien of North Adams, who was arrested 
at his home last evening by Government 
officials, before United States Commission- 
er Wood here this afternoon, the charge 
being perjury. After consultation of coun- 
sel, the case was postponed until to-mor- 
row to await some definite settlement as 
to bail. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—R. T. O'Brien, 
ex-Corporai of Company M, Twenty-sixth 
Infantry, United States Volunteers, was in- 
dicted by the Grand Jury here last Monday, 
but the proceedings were kept secret pend- 
ing his arrest. The action is based on tes- 
timony given before the Senate Committee 
on the Philippines May 19 last, in which he 
severely arraigned the moral conduct of 
certain officers and enlisted men. 

Senator Lodge, Chairman of the commit- 
tee, shortly after this testimony called the 
attention of the Attorney General to 
O'Brien's statements, and United States 
District Attorney Gould was directed to in- 
vestigate. The case was then given to the 
Grand Jury. O’Brien probably will be tried 
in the Criminal Court here early in the Au- 
tumn. 

The indictment sets out that O’Brien, in 
his testimony, “‘ swore, declared, and de- 
posed falsely, corruptly, knowingly, ma- 
liciously, and contrary to his oath ”’ to tell 
the truth.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Aug. 7.—A voluntary 
petition in bankruptcy was filed Tuesday, 
July 29, in the United States District Court 
here by Dwight L. King, a railroad pro- 
moter of international prominence. Liabili- 
ties are scheduled at $60,000; assets at only 
$400. 
Mr. King built the St. Louis and Chicago 
Railroad, now the main line of the Illinois 
Central system, extending from Springfield 
to St. Louis. He was instrumental in open- 
ing up the vast coal fields of Southern IIli- 
nois, and for some time was possessed of 
great wealth.

BRISK BREEZE FAVORED RUN 


Squadron’s Race from Newport to Vine- 
yard Haven Was Full of 
Excitement. 


Special to The New York Times. 


BOSTON, Aug. 7.—For the squadron run 
of the New York Yacht Club from Newport 
to Vineyard Haven to-day the racers and 
cruisers had about all the luck that could 
be imagined. A cool, northwesterly wind 
was coming off the Newport cliffs, and as 
it swept on to the starting line at the 
Brenton Reef Lightship sixty-three yachts 
of all sizes started in the thirty-five-mile 
race. 

The Race Oommittee, consisting of Nich- 
olson Kane, Newbury Lawton, and Ed- 
ward Wales, gave the preparatory signal 
at 9:55 o'clock, and in the ten-minute 
interval which followed there was a hus- 
tle among the cutters and yawls to get 
somewhere near the starting line. 

The start for these vessels was signalled 
from a brass barker that could wake the 
dead, and first a lot of small cutters 
crossed the line, the Eclipse leading, fol- 
iowed by the Effort, Ondawa, Isolt, Naira, 
and Notos. Cornelius Vanderbilt's Rain- 
bow came next at the 10:10 o'clock signal, 
and went up the line to the windward end 
before crossing. The Yankee, steered by 
the owner's son, J. R. Maxwell, Jr., then 
ran up inside the line. Barr took the 
Mineola far up the line before he turned 
for a rush, as there was nothing to be 
gained by leaving early, (where five min- 
utes were allowed on the start.) He crossed 
last among the seventy-footers, breaking 

; out a spinnaker as he went. 

It was the most magnificent start seen in 
many years. The boats all came to the line 
on the starboard tack, passing close to the 
committee steamer Navigator and bending 
up inside the line heavily careened and all 
with their spinnaker booms in the air on 
the starboard side. Then they started 
away, broke out alloon jibs, lowered 
booms, and set spinnakers to starboard. 
The Humma, Neola, Queen Mab, Altair, 
Santa, Hester, and the yawls Caress and 
others rushed past and then came the 10:15 
signal for the start of the schooners. 
Indra crossed first, then Elmina, Amorita, 
Quissetta, and at the leeward end of the 
line the Muriel, then the Ingomar, Sham- 
rock, Seneca, the flagship Corona, Emerald, 
Iroquois, Chanticleer, Constellation, Hilde- 
garde, and Endymion.

#:00:10; Hester, 12:11:30; Humma, 12:12:50. 
On the run up Vineyard Sound the order 
was: Yankee, Ailsa, Mineola, tainbow, 
Corona, and the old cup defender of 1887, 
the Volunteer. The wind here almost 
doubled in strength. Before the Mineola 
had finished the wind had trebled in speed 
and her crossing of the line and also that 
of the Constellation were most sensational. 
The Mineola had stacked her batioon jib 
sheet till the sail was away out ahead and 
apparently trying to lift the boat from the 
water. The Constellation came along with 
her balloon jib in the same frantic condi- 
tion, and dragging her main boom in the 
water. Then came the Elmina, leading her 
rival, the schooner Murtel, by a short dis- 
tance, and it was only a question of seconds 
.as they boiled past. Another yacht, name 
not procured heaved right round on the 
port tack, with her balloon jib aback across 
the stay, apparently to save life, and it 
seemed later on that a man was pulled in 
from the water over the bows. The schoon- 
er Endymion lést the front part of her 
balloon maintopmast staysail in the rush. 
The wind at 2:15 was going even at greater 
force, and at 2:15:45 the whole big kite 
Was seen to leave a vessel. A moment aft- 
erward bits of the topmast fell in the wa- 
ter. The unlucky vessel was found to be 
the 51-footer Altair, owned by Cord Meyer. 
On board the schooner Chanticleer the crew 
were in such a hurry to get in the balloon 
jib after the boat crossed the line that 
they let the whole sail drop in the water. 
About 2:26 the schooner Ingomar finished 
with her foretopmast gone and a red pro- 
test flag in her shrouds. 

Try as she could, the committee tug 
failed to reach the finish in time for the 
leaders, and Vice Commodore Bourne, on 
the Colonia, took the time of three of the 
yachts. The Yankee finished well in the 
lead and won the race, crossing the line 
at 1:44:50, unofficial time. The Mineola 
crossed at 1:49:05, having gained something 
in the last mile. Then came the Ailsa at 
1:50:20, while Commodore Ledyard’s Co- 
rona led the schooner fleet, crossing at 
1:53:05. The Rainbow and Constellation 
came next, right abreast, the Rainbow 
crossing at 1:58:52 and the Constellation at 
1:53:54. The two rival schooners, Elmina 
and Muriel, came next, the Elmina leading 
at the line by a trifle over twenty-five sec- 
onds. The rest of the fleet, even the auxil- 
jaries, made quick time, all being in the 
harbor by 4 o'clock. It was a great run, 
with a great finish, and the time of the 
Yankee of 3:40:00 is nearly the record for 
this run of the New York Yacht Club.

CHIGAGO & EASTERN DEAL 


Details of the Proposed Acquisition 
by “’Frisco” Line. 


Offer of $250 for Commé@n and $150 for 
Preferred—Two New Roads to be 
Constructed for Connections. 


Details of the proposed acquisition of the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois by the St. 
Louis and San Francisco were announced 
officially yesterday. They are practically 
the same as those that had been announced 
heretofore. 

In exchange for the shares of the pre- 
ferred stock of the Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois the St. Louls and San Francisco 
will issue a corresponding number of its 
preferred stock trust certificates at the 
rate of $150 for each share. These certifi- 
cates will fall due on July 1, 1942, and, un- 
til payment, will bear dividends at the rate 
of 6 per cent. per annum. 

In exchange for common stock of the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois the St. Louis 
and San Francisco will issue its common 
stock trust certificates for a corresponding 
number of shares of such common stock at 
the rate of $250 for each share, the certifi- 
cates to fall due in 1942 and to bear divi- 
dends at the rate of 10 per cent. per an- 
num. 

The plan, to be effective, must be accept- 
ed by two-thirds of the Chicago and East- 
ern Illinois stockholders before Sept. 15. 
The Colonial Trust Company will be the 
trustee of the stock and certificates. The 
plan is recommended by H. H. Porter, 
Flower & Co., George H. Ball, and Henry 


Seibert, representing the majority interests 
in the Chicago and Eastern IIinois. 

The physical connection between the two 
properties is to be made by a five-mile 
strip of road between Cape Girardeau and 
Gray Point, Mo., for which a charter has 
been granted. The line from St. Louis to 
Shelbyville, ninety-five miles, is to be built 
also, providing a short line between St. 
Louis and Chicago. For that road charter 
must be obtained. 

Regarding further enlargements of the 
“'Frisco ’’ system nothing could be learned 
yesterday. There was a rumor that the re- 
cently organized St. Louis, Memphis and 
Southeastern would be taken over. 

Newman Erb, President of this road, said 
when asked whether there were not nego- 
tiations pending between the two companies 
for change of control: 

“The new line will be the shortest be- 
tween St. Louis and Memphis; it will be 
the shortest possible connection for the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois to Memphis. 
Its grades are only ten feet to the mile; 
its position is, therefore, such that, besides 
being valuable in itself, it is useful to other 
neighboring and connecting lines which 
have recently sought its acquisition. But 
the owners are quite satisfied with their 
property, and there is no present prospect 
ot its disposition; indeed, we have now un- 
der consideration the further extension of 
our line from Hoxie to Little Rock, the St. 
Louis, Memphis and Little Rock Railroad 
Company having been organized for that 
purpose by our officers within the past 
week.”’ 

The St. Louls, Memphis and Southeastern 
is a consolidation of the following named 
lines: Southern Missouri and Arkansas, St. 
Louis and Memphis, Hoxie, Pocahontas and 
Northern, Chester, Perryville and Ste. Gen- 
evieve, and Crystal Railway. 


A BLOW AT THE GOULDS. 


Pennsylvania and Baltimore and Ohio 
Roads Said to Have Adopted 
Retallatory Tactics. 


BALTIMORE, Aug. 7.—The Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad Company has served no- 
tice on the Western Maryland Rairoad 
Company that it will discontinue the busi- 
ness turned over to the latter at Cherry 
Run. 

This is a formality in connection with the 
threatened diversion of traffic. It is re- 
garded here as the first blow aimed by the 


Pennsylvania Railroad at the Western 
Maryland Railroad in retaliation for the 
plans of the Goulds to convert this prop- 
erty into a trunk line competitor of the 
Baltimore and Ohio and the Pennsylvania. 


Easterners Acquire Oklahoma Road. 
OKLAHOMA CITY, Oklahoma, Aug. 7.— 
Mayor Jones has purchased the stock of 
the Arkansas Valley and Western Railroad 
for Eastern capitalists, who will, it is stat- 
ed, at once construct the road from Red 


Fork, on the Frisco system in the Creek 
Nation and Indian Territory, to Enid, Gar- 
field County, Oklahoma, on the Rock Island 
system. = he 


TRUSTS THE ADMINISTRATION. 


American Federation of Catholic Socie- 
ties Express Confidence in Govern- 
ment in Friars’ Lands Question. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 7.—Confidence in the Ad- 
ministration to do the right thing in the 
matter of the Spanish friars’ lands in the 
Philippines and education in the in- 
sular possessions were the tenor of the 
discussion at the morning session of the 
convention of the American Federation of 
Catholic Societies. The Philippine ques- 
tion was discussed by a number of promi- 
nent clerical and lay delegates, in particu- 
lar by Father O'Reilly, the Augustinian 
friar, who called upon President Roosevelt 
some time ago as a representative of the 
order to lay the Catholic view of the ques- 
tion before him. Bishops Messmer and 
McFaul and Alphonse Koeble of New York 
also addressed the convention on the ques- 
tion. 

After a general discussion a resolution 
was passed on the Philippine question, em- 
bodying words of sympathy and support 
for the friars; confidence in the 
States Government, and respect for its at- 


titude toward Catholic questions and con- 
demnation of the unfavorable reports cir- 
culated about the friars. 

Atlantic City was chosen as the meeting 
place of the convention in the third week 
ot July, 1903. 

The election of officers resulted in few 
changes. The officers are: T. B. Minahan, 
Columbus, Ohio, President; Louis W. 
Kauffmann, New York, First Vice Presi- 
dent; F. B. Kierce, San Francisco, Second 
Vice President; Daniel Duffy, Pennsyl- 
vania, Third Vice President; Anthony F. 
Matrv, Cincinnati, Secretary; J. Fries, 
Erie. Penn., Treasurer; Christopher 
vw Brien, Chicago, Marshal. 


DEUTSCHLAND STILL SUPREME. 


Expert Committee Decides Kronprinz 
Wilhelm Failed to Lower Record. 


Owing to a dispuate arising over the high- 
est speed record, claimed to have been 
made by the North German Lioyd's steam- 
ship Kronprinz Wilhelm last June, experts 
were appointed by the North German Lloyd 
Steamship Company and the Hamburg- 
American Line to examine carefully the 
calculations of the voyage in question, so 
as to determine definitely whether or not 
the record of the Hamburg-American Line's 
Deutschland of 23.51 knots’ average speed 
per hour has been broken. 

According to a memorandum just issued 
and signed by the experts of the two com- 
panies, it has been determined beyond 
dispute that the steamship Deutschland 
still holds the record for fastest time across 
the Atlantic, as well as for the highest 
average speed, and that the calculations 
of the Captain and officers of the Kron- 
prinz Wilhelm were erroneous, 


HAS MANUFACTURER ARRESTED. 





William N. Gale Accused of Assault by 
Edward C. Miller. 

William N. Gale, a manufacturer of met- 
als, of 49 West Thirty-second Street, was 
arrested last night in the Herald Square 
Hotel by Policeman Findlay of the Jeffer- 
son Market Police Court, on a warrant 


charging assault, and secured by Edward 
C. Miller, also a metal manufacturer. 
Findlay said that Miller alleged he and 
Gale had met at Tenth Avenue and Four- 
teenth Street on Wednesday night, and that 
Gale had assaulted him. Gale was locked 
up in the West Thirtieth Street Police Sta- 


tion. 
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BANKER ELIAS THREATENED. | VIOLENCE IN NEW 


Discharged Conductor of Street Car Ac- 
cused of Attempted Felonious As- 
sault—Had a Revolver. 


The life of Albert’ J. Elias, banker and 
broker, ex-President of the Third Avenue 
Railroad, has been threatened, according to 
the police, and on that account Joseph 
Reinheimer, fifty years of age, of 1,908 
Third Avenue, has been arrested. Attempt- 
ed felonious assault is the accusation. Mr. 
Elias lives at 18 West Seventy-first Street. 
Reinheimer was a_ street-car conductor, 
and it has been said that he was discharged 
for agitating his fellow-workmen four years 
ago, and that he declared that Mr. Elias 
was the cause of the discharge. 

The police say that Reinheimer wrote a 
threatening letter to Mrs. Elias. It was 
handed to Capt. Donohue of the East Six- 
ty-seventh Street Police Station. He in- 
vestigated the matter and came to the con- 
clusion that the best way out of it was to 
get a job for Reinheimer, and that was 
done. Nothing more was heard from Rein- 
heimer until a few days ago. 

In the West Sixty-eighth Street Police 
Station it was said that a complaint had 
come from Jacob Elias of 76 West Sixty- 
ninth Street that Reinheimer had threat- 
ened his son's life. He said that his son 


was at Atlantic Highlands, and that when 
he went to Seventy-figst Street to see if 
his son's house was all right on the morn- 
ing of July 20 he found in the area a man 
he described as Reinheimer. He said Rein- 
heimer pulled a revolver, and said: “It's 
a—- good thing you're here and not your 
son. I'd soon fix him with this,’ flourish- 
ing the revolver. 

Two men were detailed to watch the 
house, and Detective Sergeant Downing ac- 
companied Mr. Elias. Reinheimer was ar- 
rested at home last evening. To Downing 
he said: ‘‘I know whatwyou want me for.” 
tHe will have a hearing in the West Side 
Court this morning. The detective said that 
Mr. Elias told him he had nothing to do 
with the discharge of Reinheimer. 


JOHN G. CARLISLE ENJOINED. 


Restraining Order in Cuban Claims Dis- 
pute Obtained by Charles C. Leeds. 


Justice Greenbaum, in the Supreme Court 
yesterday, upon the application of Charles 
C. Leeds, issued a temporary injunction re- 
straining ex-Secretary of the Treasury 
John G. Carlisle, Henry M. Ward, and 
Hernand Behn from distributing, utilizing, 
expending, paying out, disposing of, or in 
any way intermeddling with any portion of 
the funds or all warrants issued by the 
Treasury Department for payment of 
claims filed in the Court of Claims of the 
United States, for the recovery of moneys 
paid for customs duties at the seaports of 
Porto Rico, subsequent to the acquisition 
of Porto Rico by the United States. 

The injunction is the result of an agree- 
ment entered into on Nov. 16, whereby 
Leeds, Ward, and Carlisle undertook to pro- 
cure the power of attorney from various 
Porto Rican merchants to Hernand Behn, 
and that the claims should be prosecuted 
through the Court of Claims, in the name 
of Ward, and that the funds and emolu- 
ments should be equally divided among 
Leeds, Ward, and Carlise. 

The performance of the agreement was 
then entered upon, and continued for up- 
ward of one year. A great number of mer- 
chants executed power of attorney to Behn, 
and assigned 50 per cent. of the ultimate 
recovery to him as compensation for his 
services. Many judgments have been se- 


cured against the Government, by virtue of 
which Behn has received about $60,000. Mr. 
Leeds now contends that Ward and Car- 
lisle have in their possession Treasury war- 
rants, amounting to many thousands of 
dollars, which they, acting as attorneys for 
the three, authorized to be indorsed. 

He further claims that he rendered legal 
assistance during the time of the present- 
ing of the claims, and that he is entitled to 
a share ih the profits. Ward and Carlisle 
deny Leeds's interest in the partnership. 

The order is returnable on Aug. 13, 1902. 





A. M. HUNTINGTON’S CONDITION. 


Son of the Late Collis P. Huntington 
Reported to be Resting Easily 
Last Night. 


Archer Milton Huntington, the adopted 
son of the late Collis P. Huntington, was 
reported at a late hour last night to be 
resting easily. He was operated upon on 
Wednesday by Dr. William B. Coley for 
appendicitis at his home, Pleasance, Bay 
Chester. 

Mr. Huntington was born in New York 
thirty-two years ago, and after receiving 
private tutorage both here and in Europe, 
was given the honorary degree of M. A. 
by Yale University. His wife was for- 
merly Helen M. Gates. They were married 
in 1895. By the terms of the will of Mr. 
Huntington he received a legacy of $250,000 
and the residuary interest in a trust fund 
of $500,000, which was established for his 
mother, Mrs. Arabella D. Huntington. 

Mr. Huntington is a literary man, and 
frequently goes to Europe for the purpose 
of hunting up old books, of which he has 
now a large collection. He is an excellent 
Spanish scholar, and has published several 
voiumes on Spain and her customs. 


COLUMBIA’S SUMMER STUDENTS. 


An Increase of 11 Per Cent. Over the 
Number Enrolled Last Year. 


present Summer 
shows a 


The attendance on the 
session of Columbia University 
marked increase, namely, 11 per cent., over 
that of last year, there being in all 643 stu- 
dents enrolled. Of these students 252 are 
men and 391 women, being an increase of 
99 men over last year and a small falling 
off in the number of women. Of the total 
number of students, 228 had previously 
matriculated in the university, 132 having 
attended previous Summer sessions. 

As for the previous preparation of the 
students, there has been a noteworthy in- 
crease in the number of those who have 
graduated from or who have pursued par- 


tial courses in colleges and universities here 
and abroad, the percentage of such having 
increased from 35.28 In 1001 to 41.09 in 190z, 
which was offset by a corresponding de- 
crease in the number of those who have 
not attended either a college. a university, 
or professional school for teachers. 

Sixty-one courses were offered this year, 
against 43 in 1901, and 28 in 1000, there hav- 
ing been a total enroliment of 1,559 students 
in these 61 courses, the largest number, as 
was the case in previous years, registered 
under the Department of Education. 





TWO MORE ROOF PLAYGROUNDS. 


School Children of the East Side Enjoy 
Music and Dancing. 
Playgrounds on the roofs of Public 
School Building No. 20, at Rivington and 
Forsyth Streets, and Public School Build- 
ing No. 1, Catharine and Henry Streets, 
were opened last. evening. It was the in- 
tention of Dr. Maxwell, Superintendent of 
Schools, to have another opened on Public 
School Building No. 177, at 66 Market 
Street, but the arrangements for electric 

lights were not completed in time. 


When the doors were opened at 7 o'clock 
there was a great scramble and T. G. 
Cook, William Laster, and Miss Mary A. 
Bacon, who have charge of the playground 
of the Forsyth Street school, had their 
hands full in controlling the 1,200 young- 
sters. To all music the children danced, 
and when the band played a popular song 
they joined in the chorus with such vigor 
that it was hard at times to hear the band. 

At Catharine and Henry Streets the play- 
ground is under the charge of Dr. Gwath- 
may, Physical Director of the Vacation 
School Playgrounds.

STRIKE AT GROTON 


Italians at Work in Big Cornell 
Dam Quit Work. 


Eight-Hour Contract Demanded—The 
Men Backed by the Skilled Work- 
ers—The Contractors’ Position. 


GROTON-ON-HUDSON, N. Y., Aug. 7.— 
Two hundred and fifty laborers employed 
by Coleman, Brenchaud & Coleman, who 
are building the new Cornell dam in the 
Croton Valley for the New York water 
works system, went on strike this morning. 
Only the laborers, all Italians, are out, but 
it is the general opinion here and nearer 
the scene of the strike that the skilled la- 
borers are backing the strikers and urging 
them to stand out for an eight-hour day. 
if the strikers succeed their demand 
it will mean that all employed on the 
work must be granted an eight-hour work 
day. It is also said that the contractors 
are not overanxious for the men to return 
to work, and would like to see them hold 
out until the Aqueduct Commissioners con- 
sent to an adjustment of the contract on a 
basis similar to that recently effected with 
John B. McDonald in the Jerome Park res- 
ervoir contract. 

One of the firm said to-day that the con- 
tract for the building of the dam was taken 
on a basis of ten hours’ work, and that un- 
less the City of New York modified the 
contract and adjusted matters it would not 
be possible for the contractors to grant the 
demand of the men. The strikers are said 
to have been promised financial support by 
the men who remain at work. These in- 
clude the engineers, masons, and other 
skilled hands. These number, perhaps, two 
hundred in all. About one hundred un- 
skilled men have not joined the strikers’ 
ranks, and this led to trouble twice to-day 
and is expected to cause more in the morn- 
ing. 

The strikers do not seem to understand 
that if all quit the skilled hands cannot 
work without helpers, and so the work 
would stop entirely and the skilled hands 


would not be in a position to help them 
with money. When the men remaining at 
work started back this afternoon after din- 
ner some of the strikers tried to prevent 
them, and there were a dozen fights and 
stone throwing. 
There was more 


serious trouble at 7 
o'clock, when the night shift went to 
work, Several were beaten and_ struck 
with stones, but only a few were deterred 
from working. One man, whose name 
could not be learned, was badly beaten and 
then carried in to the village on the hill- 
side by those who beat him. To obtain in- 
formation in the village is impossible. 

Constable Milton Blinker, who is the sole 
peace officer on the scene, made one arrest 
during the disturbance. He caught An- 
tonio Fenaro with his hand raised to throw 
a stone and arrested him. The _ prisoner 
was inclined to resist, but the striker lead- 
ers interfered and prevented him. They 
had been trying to prserve the peace. In 
one of the prisoner's pockets was found a 
large-bladed knife with the blade open. 

The scene of the present strike is the 
same as that of two years ago, when the 
Seventh Regiment and the Westchester 
companies of the National Guard were sent 
up to guard the dams. Most of the men 
taking part in the present strike took part 
in the previous one. At that time a soldier 
from Mount Vernon from abush 
and killed.

PLAN TO ARBITRATE 
NEW HAVEN STRIKE. 


If Local Attempts Are Unavailing the 
State Board Will Step In—Strik- 
ers Are Orderly. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Aug. 7.—A better 
feeling is apparent in the big trolley strike 
situation this evening, and the members of 
the State Board of Mediation and Arbitra- 
tion were so satisfied with the outlook that 
they returned to their homes, G. A. Par- 
sons to Hartford and Mr. F. T. Ives to 
Meriden, this evening. Gilbert L. Smith of 
Sharon, the third member, did not come 
to-day. 

The Board arrived shortly before 4 o'clock 
and went at once to the Mayor's office, 
where a short conference was held with 
Mayor Studley. After the conference with 
the Mayor it was agreed that it would not 
be well to attempt to have a third party in 
the discussion at the present stage of the 
situation. Later in the afternoon a sub- 
committee from the business men met with 
the Mayor and the members of the Board 
ot Mediation, and the situation was can- 
vassed 

If an amicable settlement cannot be 
reached to-morrow Mr. Parsons and Mr. 
Ives will be notified. If either of the parties 
refuse to arbitrate the board, including Mr. 
Smith, will proceed with an investigation, 
as they have power to do under the law, 
compel a hearing, and make report to the 
Governor. 

The business men's committees at their 
meeting late this afternoon succeeded in 
clarifying the situation greatly. It was 
agreed to recommend to the company and 
the strikers that a committee of three men 
who are large employers of labor in the 
city sit as a board of arbitration and hear 
the company’s evidence as to why twenty- 
seven men were discharged prior to and 
soon after the formation of the union. The 
company claims that it was because of 
incompetency. 3 

If the committe of three is agreed upon 
it will be left to them to decide how many 
of the discharged men shall be reinstated. 
As to the other demand made by the men, 
namely, that their union be recognized, 
there is now no doubt that the company 
will agree to it. 

So far as could be ascertained, no “ strike 
breakers "’ have come into the city to-day 
or this evening, and no attempt has been 
made to run passenger cars. ‘Travel is by 
stages and carriages. The streets are 
crowded by pedestrians, but all is quiet. 


TROY STEEL PLANT SOLD. 


St. Louis Man Bought the Property for 
Unknown Principals—Works to 
be Reopened Soon. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 7.—The plant of 
the ‘Troy Steel Con:pany, situated on 
Breaker Island, Albany County, and in 
Troy, Rensselaer County, was sold to-day 
at auction by direction of the Supreme 
Court to satisfy a judgment obtained by the 
Guarantee Trust Company of New York, as 
Trustee of the bondholders. The property 
included the mortgaged premises and all 
property rights, interests, and franchises 
controlled by the company 

A. F. Donovin of St. Louis was the suc- 
cessful bidder‘ at $525,000. Mr. Donovan 
sald that he did ‘not care to disclose who his 
principals are, but stated that the plant 
would be operated again within a short 
time. 

The Troy Stee! Company had a capital 
of $2,000,000, and “was backed principally 
by the Witherbees of Port Henry. H. 
Rogers of the Stancura Oil Company and 
J. P. Morgan are supposed to have had an 
interesc in the plant.

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TENNIS CUP STAYS HERE! 


American Players Win All but One 
Match in Singles. 


WHITMAN DEFEATED DOHERTY 


Larned Beaten in Unfinished Match, 
but Champion Easily Disposes 


of Dr. Joshua Pim. 


The American lawn tennis experts yester- 
day decisively defeated the English team 
of challengers in the singles in the inter- 
national contest for the Dwight F. Davis 
Challenge Cup. The defenders won three 
victories out of the four matches played 
on the courts of the Crescent Athletic Club, 
Eighty-fifth Street and the Shore Road, 
Bay Ridge. The only player on the defend- 
ing team to meet defeat was William A. 
Larned, the holder of the National title and 
trophy in the singles, and he was beaten 
by R. F. Doherty in the completion of 
their match, which was brought over from 
the previous day. That Larned’s form 
should desert him was entirely unexpected 
because of the brilliancy of his work on 
Wednes@ay, when the rain stopped the 
match. At that time he had two sets to 
his credit. The Englishman won _ three 
straight sets from Larned in the ending 
of this competition in the easiest sort of 
way yesterday morning. Later in the day 
Larned redeemed himself by taking the 
match from Dr. Joshua Pim, the idol and 
old-time champion of the English tennis 
courts, in three sets. Malcolm D. Whit- 
man, the unbeaten champion, won both 
of his matches against Dr. Pim and R. F. 
Doherty. 

Capt. W. H. Collins, the manager of the 
English team, in commenting upon the re- 
sult, said that he hardly thought Dr. Pim 
played at his best, as he had expected that 
after Larned’s defeat in the morning the 
Irishman would gain the victory 
over the American, or at least make the 
contest last through five sets. Such a 
Waterloo was decidedly unexpected and the 
showing of the American champion in the 
afternoon greatly added to the brilliancy 
of the day’s play. There was even a 
greater crowd on hand to witness the sec- 
ond section of the series yesterday after- 
noon than there had been at the opening 
of the international competitions, and the 
gallery numbered at least 5,000 spectators. 

LARNED BEATEN BY DOHERTY. 

Both of the contests that were stopped 
Wednesday afternoon by the rain were be- 
gun in the morning and finished before 
noon. R. F. Doherty played more speedily 
against Larned, who was repeatedly passed 
in his attempts to gain the net. This was 
evidently the result of some private coach- 
ing that the Englishman had received. Al- 
though Larned had taken two sets on the 
previous day and had these to his credit, 
Doherty won the match without great ef- 
fort, the complete score being: 2—6, 3—6, 
6—3, 6—4, 6—4. Whitman beat Dr. Pim in 
the ending of their contest, the score being: 
6—1, 6—1, 1—6, 6—love. 

The results of the afternoon’s contests 
were most decisive. Straight sets were the 
order for each of the Americans. Only in 
the third set did Whitman experience any 
difficulty with R. F. Doherty, as in that 
period of their contest the Englishman 
worked his passing stroke with such good 
effect that Whitman was repeatedly caught 
on the wrong side of his territory. In this 
manner Doherty brought the games to 
deuce at five all, at which point Whitman 
steadied down and took the remaining two 
games by smashing at the net. The score 
was: 6—1, tr—4, 

Dr. Pim was very slow in his movements 
in playing against Larned, and held to his 
favorite base-line tactics, never attempting 
to gain a position at the net, and this gave 
the American splendid opportunities for 
cross-court shots from Dr. Pim’s returns. 
It can hardly be said that Larned was in 
his most brilliant form, for he did not have 
to work hard to defeat his opponent at any 
Stage of the match, the score of which was 
6—3, 6—2, 6—3. Even on points and games 
won, the Americans scored in much better 
figures than the English challengers, the 
grand total for the Americans showing 462 
points and 79 games, to 400 points and 49 
games for the Englishmen. 

BRILLIANT TENNIS BY AMERICANS. 


The courtesy of allowing the English- 
men to hold to the courts on which they 
had begun their play was allowed them in 
the afternoon, the Americans making the 
change. Whitman went over to the west- 
erly court to face R. F. Doherty, while 
Larned took his place on the easterly court 
against Dr. Pim. As had happened on the 
previous day, the Americans won the toss 
for service, and both selected that for the 
opening. All things considered, these con- 
tests were by far the most brilliant of any 
in the series, and this is especially true of 
that which engaged Whitman and R. F, 
Doherty. 

The American was in superb stroke, and 
his ability to kill the ball earned for him 
@ greater number of points than in any 
other way. The Englishman’s overhead 
strokes were lacking in force and strength, 
such as is usually seen on the courts of 
this country. _It was only when he was 
near enough to the net to cross-court the 
ball that he could make these strokes ef- 
fective, and then they frequently miscar- 
ried, for the Whitman is a court 
coverer of more than usual ability, and he 
got back so many hard returns, almost in- 
variably using a high lobb, that he was 
again in position in the centre of his court 
to receive the ball by the time it had 
reached Doherty's racquet. The English- 
man actually earned fewer points than 
Whitman in ratio of their score. The ma- 
jority of Doherty’s tallies came to him on 
outs and nets on Whitman's attempts to 
pass along the side lines. Both men seemed 
to favor long drives, and these made many 
of the rallies brilliant in that the ball 
crossed the net many times. 

When Whitman was hard pressed in the 
second set he lobbed very high, getting to 
the net under them to kill Doherty’s weak 
returns. Doherty's best plays were on 
his drives and ground strokes, in which he 
displayed remarkable strength, especially 
in the last set. In taking the ball low his 
work was much better than any seen in 
this country. Whitman's steadiness, how- 
ever, was phenomenal, and when he needed 
a point badly he was always equal to the 
task of getting it. 

The craftiness of Whitman was best seen 
in the deciding set, in which he repeatedly 
coaxed Doherty to the net by high lobs 
which dropped straight and then got in 
close to kill the return by either a pass or 
a cross-court shot. The last game of this 
set the points went to deuce, Doherty pull- 
ing up on Whitman on _an out by the lat- 
ter and two passes. Whitman took the 
vantage point by making a clever get of 
Doherty’s line drive, which he lobbed in 
sensational style, and then smashed the 
ball to Doherty's feet as the latter ran in 
toward the net. He took the last point on 
a pass that traveled so swiftly by the Eng- 
lishman that he never had an opportunity 
to get it. The score of the match follows:

CHAMPION REDEEMS HIMSELF. 
Larned showed less nervousness when he 
took the court against Dr. Pim than had 
been anticipated. He began the service, 
and took the first game by a love score, all 


of the points being earned either by passes 
or forcing his opponent into difficult posi- 
tions from which he was unable to get the 


ball safely back across the net. Dr. Pim 
sent the points in the next game to deuce 
by coaxing Larned into the net on short re- 
turn and then sending over a swift drive 
that cut the lines of the American’s court. 
The Englishman took this game and two 
points in the next in the same manner be- 
fore Larned fully steadied down and began 
to play as strongly as he had when he first 
faced Doherty on Wednesday afternoon. 
Once the American champion had got his 
stroke in working order he began to volley 
hard and accurately, going to the net at 
every opportunity offered, cross-courting 
the ball or sending it hurtling down along 
the side lines of his opponent's territory. 
Had Dr. Pim been as fast on his feet as 
R. F. Doherty, Larned would surely not 
have had such an easy time of it. He let 
many of the balls go by him with but a fee- 
ble effort to make the return, with the re- 
sult that Larned led all the way through 
the match. Not once did Larned resort tg 
lobbing, and he actually outplayed the fa- 
mous Irishman at the game at which the 
latter is said to excel. He played very rap- 
idly, and was not at all bothered in getting 
any of Dr. Pim’s returns. His drives, which 
had been short and without speed in_the 
morning, took on length and rapidity. They 
were also more accurate, which was par- 
tially due to the breeze falling off and the 
court being more sheltered by the big 
crowd. All in all he displayed high-class 
form, and although not nearly at what he 
has previously shown, he was equal to the 
test put upon him.

This interfered greatly with 
the accuracy of the players’ strokes and 
in a measure helped in working the defeat 
of Larned by R. F. Doherty. Otherwise 
the conditions were fairly good, although 
the brilliant sunshine reflected on the 
courts bothered the players sometimes, 

Larned did not begin to show the form 
he had on the previous day. He was hav- 
ing one of his off streaks which even his 
most ardent admirers had feared and gave 
Doherty many chances to get up to the 
net and make his attack from that point. 
Doherty hit the ball much harder than he 
had in the previous part of the contest and 
his placing was also more accurate. He 
passed Larned repeatedly on either side, 
the American all through being unable to 
settle down with any degree of precision. 
Only in the last game of the fourth set 
did Larned appear to be coming back into 
form. In this game there were many sharp 
rallies and twice the American was within 
a stroke of bringing the game to deuce. 
The steadiness of Doherty stood him in 
good stead at the critical moment and he 
finally won the game with the points at 
11—9.

GOLF AT SOUTHAMPTON. 


W. J. Travis and U. A. Murdock Tied 
for Lead in Shinnecock Hill 
Tournament. °

SOUTHAMPTON, N. Y., Aug. 7.—Forty- 
eight set out in the eighteen-hole qualify- 
ing medal play round this morning at the 
annual tournament of the Shinnecock Hills 
Golf Club. This tournament, as last year, 
is an invitation one, which accounts for the 
field being a third less in number than it 
was in the years of the open-to-all events. 

Walter J. Travis, the present metropoli- 
tan and former amateur champion, tied 
with U. A. Murdock, who has a notable rec- 
ord in school and college golf for the low 
score, with $2. There was no prize offered 
for the low score, but the two are in the 
lead for the cup presented by W. A. Put- 
nam for the best score at eighteen holes 
during the tournament. 

Forty-two returned full cards, and the 
four lowest sets of eight will begin match 
play to-morrow morning for as many cups, 
Following Travis and Murdock in the first 
eight was another tie. It was between 
Daniel Chauncey and C. Tiffany Richard- 
son at 83. Then came three at 88, these 
being Allan Kennaday, the New Jersey 
State champion; Stephen P. Nash, entered 
from Maidstone, but better known as the 
Columbia Captain and President of the 
Intercollegiate Golf Association, and George 
T. Brokaw of Princeton. The last in the 
eight was T. G. Thomas, a Shinnecock 
Hills junior, who scored 89. 

Ripley, the Bostonian, who made the 


amateur record of 76 for the golf links 
here on Monday, was unable to stay for 
the tournament. A northwest gale is 
blamed for the fact that Ripley’s record 
was not broken to-day. Kennaday’s home- 
ward journey was a disappointment. He 
Was not putting well, and, besides as a 
stranger to the links, Kennaday found the 
high wind a setback. The greatest surprise 
of the round was that Hitchcock, who won 
the intercollegiate championship in such 
brilliant style last May, did not make the 
first eight. 

The high score in the second eight was 93, 
Grenville Kane, who has not played in a 
tournament since the automobile accident 
last year in which young Benedict was 
killed, led the set_with 90. The third cup 
high score was 95, and four tied at 102 
for eighth place in the fourth eight, these 
being Byers, Jennings, Ramsay, and Palm- 
r 


er. 

Playing off the tie, Jennings had the 
best of the tee shots, but it was halved in 
five. On the next hole Byers was the only 
one to get a five, which let him in for the 
Boardman Cup. 

The advance in class since the earlier 
tournaments of the club was brought out 
in Tyng only reaching the fourth cup. In 
both 1&6 and 1897 Tyng won the first cup, 
and was then as great a terror at tourna- 
ments as Travis. He is plying as good a 
game now 4s then, but the others are going 
along faster. The improvement was also 
manifested in the morning game, and al- 
though the lively ball may have something 
to do with ‘t, it is evident that 200 rather 
than 18 yards must now be taken as the 
average for calculating a full shot. The 
home hole of 213 yards, the drive bein 
from a valley tee to a hilltop green, prove 
the length of the driving. To gain the 
green the drive had to be nearly all carry, 
yet an even dozen reached it, and Ken- 
naday, Hitchcock, and Travis were over 
into the edge of the rough back of it.

THE MAYORAL ALLOCUTION. 

Upon the whole, that is a very valuable 
as well as a very interesting talk on 
civics which his Honor “ gave out” yes- 
terday. The police is, in fact, necessar- 
ily and always, the key of the whole 
municipal situation. If it be sound, well 
organized, well disciplined, a force in 
which men obtain and hold their places 
without fear or favor, but by merit and 
efficiency, anything that may go wrong 
in other departments is comparatively 
easy of correetion. If it be unsound, if 
men can get appointment and promotion 
by underdoing or by misdoing their duty, 
if ‘‘pull” takes the place of deserving, 
then the: whole municipal fabric is un- 
dermined. No matter what may be done 
in other departments, the City Govern- 
ment is not good. That is the chief rea- 
son, or the most concrete reason, why 
Tammany government, even for a month, 
is an unspeakable public calamity. For 
Tammany, as everybody knows, is sim- 
ply another name for lawlessness and 
corruption. When any citizen considers 
DeEVERY, as he is now exhibiting him- 
self, with his standards of honor and 
duty, and considers also that Tammany 
put him in charge of the police, although 
it knew all about him, nay, because it 
knew all about him, how that citizen can 
vote for Tammany, under any provoca- 
tion, and yet thereafter make a pretense 
of respecting himself, quite passes our 
comprehension. 

The Mayor’s remarks upon the neces- 
sity of a legal reorganization of the 
force are evidently well weighed. They 
are the results of much experience and 
of much reflection. His statement of his 
reasons will command general assent, 
And without doubt he has gone to work 
in the right way by appointing a com- 
mission of experts to inquire what can be 
done to amend the necessary abuses that 
result from the present organization. 
Moreover, he has appointed an excellent 
commission for this purpose. Experience 
in the department, knowledge of the law, 
and public spirit are admirably combined 
in Messrs.’ PARTRIDGE, PHILBIN, and AN- 
DREWS. 

The one regrettable part of the allocu- 
tion is that in which the Mayor takes 
upon himself to say that he will not en- 
forcé the law which he has sworn to 
enforce. This is“very regrettable indeed. 
‘And this is what he says. 
thick, to this complexion must it come 
at last. Here are his words: 


The police are bound, and wiil be expect- 
ed, to enforce the specific requirements 
of the law as to the closing of saloons that 
are not¥hotels, the raising of screens and 
the like, but they are not bound, and neither 
will they be papecse, ordinarily, in the en- 
forcement of this law, and of others like 
it, to go beyond what they can accom- 
Plish in full uniform. 


Can the Mayor possibly have weighed 
the words he 1s using? “ This law and 
others like it.” That clearly means that 
not only will the police connive at the 
back room and the side door in the cases 
of thirsty souls who want a dram after 
hours or on Sundays. It means also 
that it will be perfectly impossible to 
get evidence against dives, gambling 
houses, or poolrooms. Not one of these 
places can be suppressed “ ordinarily ” 
by the employment of officers in uni- 
form. It is proverbially futile to go still 
hunting with a brass band. If you in- 
sist upon doing it, you announce that:you 
do not mean to catch anything. And 
that is the demoralizing announcement 
that the Mayor makes to the police force. 
In the matter of unobtrusive {Illicit drink. 
ing we are not prepared to say that we 
have not some sympathy with him. But 
even here he ought to have remembered 
the French saying about the things that 
are done, but not said, and to have gov- 
erned himself accordingly. But when we 
come to consider the number of other 
and more serious illegalities at which he 
in effect announces that he is ready ,to 
connive and to back up the police in 
conniving at, we must regard his utter- 
ance as most unfortunate and deplorable. 


MANHATTAN LOCOMOTIVE EN- 
GINEERS. 


One can never forecast the decision of 
organized labor in any given set of con- 
*ditions, but it is scarcely possible that 
the locomotive engineers of the elevated 
system will give the company the great 
and unexpected advantage of replacing 
them with men who would gladly take 
their places at very much lower wages. 
The locomotive engineers are now re- 
ceiving $3:50 per day for work of a kind 


Paint an inch, 


much easier and involving much less 
nervous strain than that of the surface 
motormen who receive $1.50 per day. 
They have a clear track, run slowly with 
frequent stops, can usually see the train 
ahead and that behind, and, compared 
with that of the engineers on steam sur- 
face railroads, their work is little more 
than play. The installation of electricity 
permits the management of the elevated 
system to dispense with the skill dis- 
played in keeping up steam and manag- 
ing the various parts of the engine mech- 
anism, and a surface motorman can 
run an elevated train as well as he 
could a car taking the current from an 
underground conductor. 

Notwithstanding these facts, the com- 
pany made an agreement with its loco- 
motive engineers to retain them as elec- 
trical motormen at their old wages as 
steam engineers for a ten-hour day. It 
was a most advantageous arrangement 
for them. They may demand all sorts 
of immediate advantages, but that they 
will strike to secure them, knowing that 
to sell their labor to equal advantage 
elsewhere would be impossible, is scarce- 
ly to be expected. That the managemént 
of the elevated system is not disposed 
to drive a hard bargain with its engi- 
neers is shown by the extreme liberality 
of its contract with them. It would 
save a great deal of money annually by 
a strike of these favored employés, and 
could very well replace them. That it 
has shown no desire to do so is in- 
dicative of a somewhat higher ethical 
standard than any to which this corpora- 
tion is commonly credited with seeking 
to conform. 

That the elevated engineers would be 
glad to have their arrangement modified 
in several particulars is probable. That 
they will put in peril what they have 
to secure what they want is not probable 
at all. They are confronted by a change 
of conditions due to mechanical prog- 
ress, which is something against which 
trades unions contend in vain. In this 
country, as in Great Britain, the inroads 
of the electric motor upon the field of 
the steam locomotive threatens a great 
surplus, for a time at least, of men 
skilled in locomotive management. The 
skill and experience required for the suc- 
cessful operation of a motor taking its 
current from a charged conductor repre- 
sent a much lower standard of general 
efficiency than those required of the all- 
around locomotive engineer. An average 
man can learn this work in a very short 
time, and for this reason the motorman 
commands much less wages than the 
steam engineer. If the steam engineer is 
retained for this employment at the rate 
of wages deemed compensatory in his 
much more arduous and skilled employ- 
ment, when other men who can operate 
a motor just as well get $2 per day less 
wages and are content therewith, he 
should be quite willing to stand by the 
terms of the agreement by which this 
advantage was secured. 

Chief ARTHUR has the reputation of be- 
ing a shrewd and practical man. That 
he has not had time to come to New York 
to effect an adjustment of this dispute 
would seem to indicate that he does not 


consider the situation very serious.

THE PASSING OF TRACY. 


The inglorious ending of the career of 


the convict and outlaw Tracy by suicide 


effectually deprives him of a place in the 
pantheon of crime. It may be assumed 
that he was effectually trapped, and that 
escape was impossible. The worst that 
could happen to him was to be shot to 
death, or, if wounded and taken alive, to 
be subsequently executed. A _ great 


_criminal would have taken the chance of 


escaping the penalties of the law. Self- 
destruction was not a brave act in the 
circumstances; rather does it indicate an 
unexpected depth of moral and physical 
cowardice, which makes TRACY a very 
commonplace ruffian and deprives him of 
what little sympathy would have gone 
out to him had he taken “ what was com- 
ing to him” as a brave, if wicked, man 
should have done. He would not have 
shot himself if he had not been afraid; 
he would not have been afraid if he had 


been a really great criminal. 


Very few sensational murderers are 
great criminals. Mostly they are cow- 
ardly brutes at heart. TRACY was no ex- 
ception, In kiliing himself he rendered 
society a service, but if he had been what 
he wanted to be considered he would 
have given society as much trouble as 
possible. If wounded beyond the power 
of further resistance he would have 
looked forward to the possibilities of de- 
lays in his conviction, planned fresh 
escapes, and experienced a gruesome sat- 
isfaction in the thought that his final 
exit from the world would be under con- 
ditions which most great criminals con- 
sider highly creditable. He was not of 
the stuff which the heroes of crime are 
made of. In the last analysis he was a 
despicable coward with the insatiable 
blood lust of a carnivorous beast. 


UNION “DISCIPLINE” IN CHICAGO. 


Testimony submitted to the Grand 
Jury of Cook County, Ill., warranting 
the indictment of eleven members of 
a local Brass Molders’ Union, is ex- 
tremely interesting and _ instructive. 
Having ordered a strike, the leaders 
of this union set about the discov- 
ery of methods of discouraging non- 
union men from taking their places. An 
emergency fund was voted, and this was 
used in employing a corps of toughs, 
thugs, and sluggers to commit assaults 
upon the men who interfered with the 
union’s plans. The rates of compensation 
varied with the strenuousness of the ser- 
vice rendered. For simply beating a man 
and taking what punishment. he could 
inflict in self-defense the rate was $5. If 
bones were broken the payment was 
higher, as it insured a longer withdrawal 
of the victim from engaging in work. 


There seems to have been a scale ar- 
ranged, in which a broken arm or leg 
commanded a higher price than a broken 
head, and a black eye or a broken finger 
had a still lower valuation, An assault 
which sent the victim to the hospital was 
a first-class service, whereas if the vic- 
tim was able to go nome it was taken as 
evidence that he had not been thoroughly 
** done.” . 

The force employed was divided into 
two gangs, the “flying squadron” and 
the “wrecking crew.” The method of 
operation varied with the function of the 
gang. The “flying squadron” was al- 
ways on the move, and would swoop 
down in the open upon those selected for 
attention, immediately scattering in dif- 
ferent directions to reassemble at places 
of rendezvous previously agreed upon. 
They did their work in the most public 
places, and depended upon the confusion 
of a crowd to escape detection and ar- 
rest. The “ wrecking crew” went about 
their work with more thorough- 
ness. They selected their man, followed 
him home, and in some secluded spot 
would surround him and beat him as 
near to death as the time at their dis- 
posal permitted. They usually managed 
to put their victims out of commission, if 
not permanently at least for a long time. 

How long will the workingmen of 
America tolerate a system under which 
such crimes are possible? We have too 
much respect for American citizenship 
to believe that the proportion of those 
who favor such methods of advancing 
the cause of labor is large enough to con- 
trol the unions if those opposed had the 
courage to assert themselves. If we are 
mistaken on this point the conclusion 
would be inevitable that the labor or- 
ganizer, like the rattlesnake and the gray 
wolf, must be exterminated before we 
can have the form of government which 
our Constitution assumes. 


“UNCLE SAM, SEEDSMAN.” 


Secretary WILson, that energetic poli- 
tician and optimistic farmer who runs 
the Department of Agriculture, is mak- 
ing ready for the most gigantic and gen- 
erous distribution of “‘ free-seeds”’ ever 
scattered broadcast over the country. 
In order that the compliments of the 
Administration to our agricultural popu- 
lation shall not, as has sometimes been 
the case, reach the dear deluded people 
too late to be planted in the next ear- 
liest season, the measuring and packing 
machines are to be put in operation this 
year about Sept. 1. That will be early 
enough to afford the receivers of seeds 
opportunity to use them for the Spring of 
1903; indeed, it may be sufficiently early 
to warm them up to voting gratefully at 
the polls in the month of November, 
1902. 

This Government seed distribution, be- 
ing about. the only tangible “‘ benefac- 
tion”’ that the National Uncle extends 
to the agriculturist as a return for sub- 
mitting to be overtaxed for the advan- 
tage of certain manufacturers, is becom- 
ing the biggest kind of cheap gift enter- 
prise. It has not always been favored 
by the dominant party. Secretary WIL- 
sON himself once regarded and denounced 
it as ridiculous; but he has become a 
convert, we are assured, to the impor- 
tance &f giving away annually a quarter 
of a million dollars in seeds, plants, 
trees, and “ novelties,”” because the seeds 
that are now being distributed will 
grow! There is no room for conjecture 
about the value of the earlier distribu- 
tions, if the natural inference suggested 
by this statement is accepted. 

Just what the pretended seeds of ear- 
lier gift packages really were, so long as 
the seeds would not grow, or would 
grow things quite different from the 
promises held forth on the wrappers, is 
not worth while worrying about now, 
when we are permitted to inspect, with 
all the sympathetic satisfaction possible 
to non-agricultural observers, the extent, 
variety, and applicability of the pro- 
gramme of giftmaking that Secretary 
WILSON, through the liberality of a pa- 
ternal Congress, sets before his prosper- 
ous and independent countrymen. With 
$270,000 to do it, he will undertake, with 
the assistance of 451 Senators, Repre- 
sentatives, and Delegates in Congress, to 
distribute some 40,000,000 packages of 
seeds and plants guaranteed to grow, or 
at least satisfactorily tested by him as 
apt to grow. 

The extent and variety of seeds and 
plants to be distributed by members of 
the Senate and House of Representatives 
may be exceeded by some of the larger 
seedsmen from whom the Government 
purchases its thousand or more tons to 
be given away by politicians and candi- 
dates of both parties, but the variety is 
larger than ever before distributed. It 
includes all the familiar garden seeds, 
flower seeds, seeds of cotton and tobacco, 
lawn-grass seed in peck packages, seeds 
of the sugar beet and sorghum peculiarly 
adapted for non-reciprocity constituen- 
cies, a fine line of bulbs, trees to en- 
courage and develop the awakened inter- 
est in forestry, grapevines and straw- 
berry plants—the latter to go to each 
member of Congress in quotas of ten 
packages each containing fifteen plants, 
while the supply of grapevines is pro- 
rated at eight packages of five vines 
each. 

We venture to think better of the real 
agriculturists of this country, of the 
farmers who can read and write and 
think, than to believe that they are de- 
luded by this wasteful use of the money 
of the taxpayers, by this false and de- 
moralizing paternalism which tosses to 
the producers of corn, wheat, and oats 
alone worth more than a billion and a 
quarter of dollars annually a petty drib- 
let of “gift’’ seeds costing $270,000 for 
the goods and their distribution. The 
gifts, though made up in 40,000,000 
packages, if equally distributed to the 
voters, would give them but a little more 
than two packages each, worth, if the 


Government is not cheated, a little less 
than a cent and a half the package. 

When the gift business is established 
upon a really logical, equitable, and com- 
prehensive basis, it will not be only the 
agriculturist who will be favored with 
presents bought with taxes and con- 
ferred in franked envelopes by candi- 
dates anxious for re-election. Before the 
practice becomes so odious that there 
will be an irresistible clamor for its abol- 
ishment, we may expect to be invited to 
share in a free distribution of such use- 
ful and ornamental articles as watches, 
shirtwaists, tickets for the elevated and 
surface roads, soda-water checks, loads 
of anthracite coal, and daily excursions 
to the seashore or mountains. When the 
farmers of the land are disposed to make 
the rooting up of this practice an issue, 
there will be a speedy and complete 
abandonment of it. The purpose of the 
law originating it, providing for the dis- 
tribution of rare and unusual seeds and 
plants, was long ago lost sight of behtnd 
the growing pile of ordinary seeds with- 
out fertility to be sown broadcast to re- 
mind the voters of the “ power” of the 
Hon. Mr. Wayback at Washington and 
the bountiful goodness of the General 
Government. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


-——People who have been able to find 
no other explanations than the military in- 
competence of the British and the military 
genius of the Boers to account for the 
length of the time during which the Boers 
succeeded in delaying their inevitable sub- 
jugation, may get some new light on the 
question by pondering the sttangely anal- 
ogous case of the bandit Tracy. Here was 
one man, well armed, vigorous and ex- 
tremely agile, moving about at will in a 
region whose every peculiarity fitted in 
with his needs. The strength, in numbers 
and otherwise, of his pursuers was superior 
to his to a degree vastly greater than that 
of the British was superior to that of the 
Boers, and yet for almost two months he 
defied arrest, and he yielded only after en- 
forcing expenditures of life and money 
large enough at least to recall those which 
were to “stagger humanity ’"—and which, 
as a matter of fact, did stagger it, more 
or less. This episode, like the one in South 
Africa, illustrates the enormous difference 
between an offensive and a defensive war- 
fare, between the task imposed upon him 
who would conquer and upon him who is 
content to remain unconquered. 


—-Mr. W. W. Werks, Superintendent of 
the city’s free baths, is certainly possessed 
of eyes remarkably keen, else would he not 
have seen any reason for pleading with 
the President of the Borough of Manhattan 
in behalf of some bath attendants who 
have been extorting fees from the patrons 
of these institutions. As an argument why 
Mr. CANTOR should “ temper justice with 
mercy "’ and give the culprits a chance to 
“‘redeem the past,”” Mr. WErkKs said that 
the abuse was one of long standing, and 
the attendants had come to look upon such 
fees ag legitimate perquisites. Now, while 
that is a pretty good explanation, it isn’t 
even the beginning of an excuse, and it 
raises some very grave questions as to the 
efficlency of Mr. WeEEKs himself. He is 
not likely to claim that he personally re- 
gards with favor the payment of fees to 
attendants at the free baths, or that such 
a system can fail to tend toward defeating 
the ends which the city seeks to gain by 
maintaining these aids to cleanliness and 
health. The proper performance of his du- 
tiles necessarily involves the discovery of 
abuses, ancient and other, and it involves 
the remedying of them. This particular 
abuse was brought to light by long-con- 
tinued complaints from those who had suf- 
fered frém it—brought to light, that is, 
when the complaints were printed in the 
newspapers, Before that they had re- 
ceived no attention, and even after they 
were printed their truth was for some time 
denied with much apparent Indignation. Of 
course, nobody is particularly vehement for 
the discharge of this or that underling em- 
ployed in the baths. The present occupants 
of the position of attendant are probably 
much like those who would succeed them— 
no more eager for ‘“ perquisites’’ and no 
less willing to obey regulations the infrac- 
tion of which has been made dangerous. 
What is really needed is a Superintendent 
who can and will discover, punish, and ter- 
minate all practices calculated to interfere 
with and decrease the use of the public 
baths by the poor people for whom they 
are specially intended. 


—According to a dispatch from Rome, 
the problem presented by the friars in the 
Philippines has been simplified—or compli- 
cated—by the sale to New York corpora- 
tions and syndicates of almost all the land 
formerly owned by the unpopular orders. 
In considering this ‘‘ information,"’ one is 
led to balance the price which any New 
Yorker, making a bona fide investment of 
capital, would pay for a dubious title to 
property sure to be brought into the courts 
sooner or later, against that which the 
Government offered for the same property. 
The comparison throws a good deal of 
doubt upon the “information,” for the bit- 
terest enemies of the friars have never 
questioned their intelligence in matters of 
this kind, or denied their ability to distin- 
guish between a good market and a bad 
one. So nearly certain is it that the friars, 
if they decided that a@ real sale of thcir 
lands was inevitable, would sell to the Gov- 
ernment, that the conclusion would be al- 
most unavoidablé that any other sale, if 
there had been one, was not a sale at all, 
but simply a transfer in trust that left the 
actual ownership unchanged. There is, 
however, no necessity for suspicion that 
any such juggling has been done. It is 
much easier to believe that the so-called 
“information” is nothing more than in- 
vention, intended to cloud the issue and de- 
vised by those who foresee with anxiety the 
amicable settlement cf a difficult but not 
insoluble problem. For some people notn- 
ing is either pleasanter or more profitable 
than a grievance, and to maintain one by 
the easy means of being more Catholic 
than the Pope—to say nothing of Arch- 
bishops IRELAND ang Rran—is an expedient 
such people would never neglect. 


—Corp. RicHARD O'BRIEN of North 
Adams, Mass., has our sincere sympathy. 
To be sure, we are not fond of the Cor- 
poral, for, on returning from service in the 
Philippines, he proceeded to tell some most 
abominable stories about American officers 
and soldiers—stories that were immediately 
disproved and shown to be not only untrue, 
but impossible.

TIMEs that a newspaper may be conducted 
along rational lines without heading right 
for the bankruptcy court. 


Syracuse Post-Standard. 

THE TIMES made the announcement yes- 
terday that it is about to move. By /1904 
it will occupy a square at the corner of 
Broadway and Forty-second Street, within 
three blocks of the Grand Central Station, 
within nine blocks of the underground lines 
of the Pennsylvania, and directly over the 
rapid transit subway. An admirable loca- 
tion. 

Up to within a very recent period it has 
been supposed that newspapers in New 
York could not possibly be published any- 
where but in Newspaper Row, almost at 
the southern tip of the Island of Manhat- 
tan.

THE NEw YORK TIMES announces to-day 
that it intends to move up town in Man- 
hattan, and has prepared plans for the con- 
struction of a building at Broadway and 
Forty-second Street. Thus the good work 
goes on, Let everybody move up town and 
leave lower Manhattan for Brooklyn Bridge 
approaches, and the great problem of trans- 
portation facilities will be solved. 


New York Journal of Commerce. 

Northward the course of Manhattan takes 
its way. The announcement of THE TIMES 
that it is to build on Forty-second Street, 
seven blocks further up than the building 
of The Herald, which still seems far up 
town, is a gratifying evidence of the pros- 
perity of THE Timgs, upon which it is to be 
congratulated, and which is highly credit- 
able to the City of New York, and it is also 
a@ very interesting evidence of the develop- 
ment of the upper part of the city.

In 
their opulance and the desire for emulation 
they put up great office structures, as wit- 
ness the present World Building, with its 
guilded dome, and the fourteen-story struc- 
ture of THE TIMES 

But the Herald managers took a notion 
that a newspaper building up town would 
be a good thing, and so they purchased the 
square bounded by Thirty-fifth and Thirty- 
sixth Streets and Broadway and Sixth Ave- 
nue, and there they constructed a newspa- 
per home that is the admiration of the 
world. Park Row papers thought that the 
Herald would lose in advertising and gen- 
eral business by this move, but subsequent 
events proved that the Herald knew what 
it was doing, and that it had done a good 
thing for its business when it moved up 
town. 

Now it is announced that THE NEw YORK 
TIMES, notwithstanding its possession of a 
fourteen-story office building down in the 
old home of newspapers, has purchased 
a site at Broadway and Forty-second 
Street, and will there erect a modern news- 
paper building for its business. This indi- 
cates the trend of newspaper building in 
New York City. The Herald found it pos- 
sible to Nve and exist most prosperously a 
mile or more distant from Park Row. Now 
THE TIMES seems to see a similar advan- 
tageous business opportunity. If THE 
Times profits by the change, other news- 
papers of the Park Row district will natu- 
rally look into the advisability of a change. 
It may be that before many years Park 
Row will lose its distinctive newspaper 
characteristics, and that the great news- 
papers of the metropolis will Tocate them- 
selves where they think the best business 
and conveniences may be obtained.

“QUINCY ADAMS SAWYER.” 


An Amusing Rustic Drama, with a City 
Chap for a Hero. 


Mr. Justin Adams’s dramatization of Mr. 
Charles Felton Pidgin’s novel of ‘“ Quincy 
Adams Sawyer,” which opened prosperously 
at the Academy of Music last night, is 
something quite new in the way of rural 
drama. The scenes and the characters are 
in general rustic enough, but the hero is a 
city chap from 'way front, and one of the 
heroines is the long-lost daughter of a noble 
English Lord. 

Quincy Adams Sawyer is a young lawyer 
from Boston, and the son of a rich and 


influential father, but, unlike most city 
chaps in rural plays, he is not a bit wicked, 
weak minded, or stuck up. He is so brave- 
ly athletic that by the end of the first act 
he has cleaned out the corner grocery store 
entire, and yet his native disposition is as 
gentle as the dove. He relates with an 
angelic air that while he was in college 
he got a letter from his sisters almost every 
morning, and that it was always the bright 
spot in the day. 

His one aim in life is to do good to the 
people of Mason’s Corner, Mass., and in 
order to circumvent the evil schemer of 
the piece—villain is too strong a word— 
who happens to be a local music teacher, 
with worldly ambitions, he runs for office, 
buys the corner grocery, and even threat- 
ens to import two rival music teachers 
from Boston, and pay them to give lessons 
free. While these few things are doing 
he imports an eye’ specialist to treat the 
heroine, who has suffered a stroke of 
blindness, and when he has cured her asks 
her to be his wife. As a side venture he 
has helped to trace out the evidence that 
restores to her own the long lost scion 
of the noble English house. 

It may be supposed that all this makes 
as strong and interesting a part as that in 
the novel, but the fact is quite the reverse. 
The resources of the stage are ill-adapted 
to cataloguing anybody's virtues or re- 
counting his good deeds. The part is quite 
wanting in anything like: dramatic action; 
it is what actors call a rotten part. Mr. 
Charles Dickson's etforts with it bring no 
adequate reward 

The attractions of the play, and they are 
many, lie in the work of the minor char- 
acters. As the scheming villager Mr. Louis 
Hendricks is oily and self-seeking, and yet 
plays quite within the bounds of New Eng- 
land character. The slavey of Miss Ger- 
trude Augarde is strong along conventional 
lines. Miss Gertrude Howe and Miss Ann 
Hathaway are acceptable young lovers in 
looks and demeanor. The blind gir! of Miss 
Helaine Hadley is perhaps over-sentimen- 
talized; but it is pretty and pathetic, and 
it takes the house. The elderly lover of 
Miss Sadie Connolly and Mr. E. H. Ste- 
phens are the comic success of the evening. 
By all odds, the best piece of character act- 
ing was the part of a sentimental young 
farmer, played by Mr. George W. Kelly 
with a richness of feeling and a restraint 
in expression that carry out the best tra- 
ditions of James A. Herne. 

Each of the four acts is replete with sen- 
timental and comic business, all of which 
were appreciated, from a rather long-wind- 
ed blessing from the Deacon before sup- 
per and the doxology at the end of the 
piece to a property joke which consisted in 
transferring a ‘‘ For Sale” sign to the 
rear elevations of the pair of elderly lovers. 
The third act turned upon a corn husking, 
in which much merriment was made of the 
finding of red ears. The sentimentalities 
and the comicalities reached a climax in a 
Virginia reel that wore out the performers 
with repeated curtain calls, and left the 
audience in perspiring exhaustion. There 
little dramatic form or texture in the 
piece, but enough of minor character and 
sentiment to insure it a prosperous run.

as ever. 


RIVAL BRITISH SHIP 
COMBINE UNLIKELY 


Project to Oppose Morgan Combi- 
nation Thought to Have Failed. 


British Government Said to Have Al- 
ready Made an Agreement with 
the Latter—Statements in 
Parliament. 


LONDON, Aug. &.—While no authorita- 
tive statement has been made by any of the 
persons chiefly interested in either the Mor- 
gan shipping combination or the much- 
mooted rival combine of British interests, 
to-day’s developments indicate that the 
project to establish a Canadian-British line, 
in conjunction with another line to South 
Africa and Australia, is not likely of early 
realization, and that the British Govern- 
ment has already entered into an arrange- 
ment with the Morgan combination. 

It was stated to-day in dispatches from 
Belfast that the Government had accepted 
J. Pierpont Morgan’s offer to give the Ad- 
miralty claim on all the combine’s ships. 
As evidence of the acceptance, it was 
stated that the Government had chartered 
the Corinthic, the first ship built for the 
combine, which has just been completed at 
the Harland-Wolff shipyards. 

Inquiries. in shipping circles show that 
belief is general that Mr. Morgan's offer 
practically has been accepted. J, 8S. Mor- 
gan & Co. when asked concerning the re- 
ported agreement were non-committal. 

An effort to obtain a statement from the 
Premier on the subject was made in the 
House of Commons, but without much re- 
sult. Lord Charles Beresford sought for 
assurance that no binding statement would 
be concluded between the Government and 
the Morgan combination withdut the agree- 
ment being approved by Parliament. In 
reply to his question, the Premier, A. J. 
Balfour, said: 

“I do not think it possible to negotiate 
on this or any other subject, if the pro- 
posed terms are to be publicly discussed 
before the Government has agreed to them. 
The Government, however, most anx- 
ious to take the House into its confidence 
at the earliest possible moment.” ‘ 

Another question asked in the House 


brought out a significant reply from_ the 
Home Secretary, C. T. Ritchie, in behalf of 
Colonial Secretary Chamberlain. Mr. 
Ritchie said that Mr. Chamberlain was not 
aware of any arrangements toward invit- 
ing tenders for a fast mail service between 
Great Britain and Canada. 

The question of the Australian-Canadian 
shipping combine, to compete with the 
American combine organized by Mr. Mor- 
gan, was also again the subject of a pro- 
longed conference to-day between the Aus- 
tralian Premiers and Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
and other Canadian Ministers. No definite 
conclusion, it appears, was reached. 

This evening Sir Edmund Barton, Prime 
Minister of the Commonwealth of Austra- 
lia, said to a correspondent with regard to 
the discussion by the Colonial Premiers: 

“There are no developments in the ques- 
tion of organizing a steamship line between 
Australia, South Africa, and Canada. The 
matter is still under discussion, but the 
competition and autagonization of the Mor- 
gan combine has not been mentioned.” 


SAYS GERMANY SHOULD 
COPY AMERICAN TRUSTS. 
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Royal Privy Councillor Approves Their 
Best Features—Quotes President 
Roosevelt. 


BERLIN, Aug. 7.—L. M. Goldberger, a 
royal Privy Councillor of Commerce, who 
recently visited the Uniggd States, will end 
a series of articles on that country in Die 
Woche on Saturday. In his final article he 
quotes President Roosevelt in an interview 
with Herr Goldberger, at the White House, 
as saying: 

“The economic future belongs to the 
United States and Germany, and the wel- 
fare of both countries in intelligent 
mutual esteem.”’ 

Herr Goldberger makes comparisons oe- 
tween Germany and the United States, and 
says that one thing certain is that the 
sharpest competition will be made by the 
United States for the world’s markets. 

“WW e must unconditionally admit,’ says 
the writer, *‘ that in the art of industrial 
organization, in disciplined co-operation, ‘n 
the reduction of costs of production, in tie 
utilization of every advantage attainable 
by technical development, without regard 
to cost, we find beyond the Atlantic abund- 
ant models.”’ 

The writer declares that 
Americans marvelously, 
informed about events and facts concern- 
ing international trade production. A 
practical lesson for Germany, he continues, 
is to give free play to economic forces, to 
reduce government meddling, to remove 
prejudices against innovations, and to in- 
troduce the best features of the American 
trusts, eschewing capitalization promises. 
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THE LONDON & GLOBE FAILURE. 


Summonses Issued Against Whitaker 
Wright and Robert Leman to 


Recover $750,000. 

LONDON, Aug. 7.—The official Receiver 
announces that he has issued summonses 
against Whitaker Wright and Robert 
Leman to recover $750,000 in connection 
with share transactions between the Brit- 
ish-America Corporation and the failed 
London and Globe Finance Corporation, 
Limited. In the same report the Receiver 
Says that for the present it not pro- 
posed to prosecute the Directors of the Lon- 
don and Globe Company for misfeasance. 

The city, however, is displaying the deep- 
est interest in the London and Globe group 
of companies, and the demand that the 
public prosecutor act is increasingly in- 
Sistent. A special petition has been circu- 
lating on the Stock Exchange, signed by 
many influential men, demanding the pros- 
ecution of Whitaker Wright, as it is consid- 
ered that the credit of the city and the 
Stock Exchange demands a thorough in- 
vestigation of the London and Globe meth- 
ods of finance. 

Probably the full extent of the money 
lost to the public by the company will 
never be known, but financial experts now 
estimate it at upward of $100,000,000. The 
flotations for which Wright was responsi- 
ble aggregated forty-one, with the enor- 
mous capital of $111,775,000, and with few 
exceptions all these companies are either 
in liquidation, have been absorbed, or are 
defunct. 

What the shareholders will recover from 
the crash may be imagined from the an- 
nouncement that the creditors of the Lon- 
don and Globe will receive only 5 per cent., 
and that nothing remains for the share- 
holders.

The compulsory liquidation of the 
don and Globe Finance Corporation, 
ited, was ordered on Oct. 30, 1901. On June 
12 of this year a suit by the London and 
Globe for $5,000,000 against a financial 
syndicate was decided in favor of the de- 
fendants, thus lowering the resources of 
the Receiver and reducing the payments 
to the creditors.

TO ENGAGE NATIVES FOR 
SOUTH AFRICAN MINES. 


Organized Recruiting to be Conducted 
in Central Africa and Mozambique.

LONDON, Aug. 8.—The Times’s corre- 
spondent at Johannesburg says the 
agents of the native labor association, 
which is trying to supply native laborers 
for the mines and other industries in 
South Africa, have proceeded to the 
northern limits of Mozambique and to 
Central Africa, and that as soon as an 
arrangement is made between the asso- 
ciation and the directorates in those dis- 
tricts recruiting will begin on organized 
lines. 

About 500 natives had already been 
procured, and these were awaiting a boat 
to take them to Delagoa Bay when a 
Portuguese warship appeared and a 
party was sent ashore from the vessel 
to round up a few natives. By mistake 
some of the natives engaged by the as- 
sociation were taken, which caused a 
stampede among the others. It will take 
some time to correct the bad impression 
which this made on the natives. 

The correspondent says that no press- 
gang methods have been employed by the 
association. At present there are 48,000 
natives working in the mines, as against 
90,000 before the Boer war.

FURTHER RIOTS IN FRANCE 
OVER CLOSING OF SCHOOLS. 


Expulsion of Sisters at Landerneau 
Causes Scenes of Disorder—A Num- 
ber of Women Injured. 


BREST, France, Aug. 7.—The expulsion of 
a& number of sisters from their school at 
Landerneau, near here, to-day, resulted in 
a riot in which a number of persons were 
injured. 

A special train had conveyed detachments 
of soldiers to the place, where a body of 
gendarmes had already been mobilized. 
The military reached Landerneau at 4 
o'clock in the morning, but watchers 


already had given the alarm, and the 
tocsin was sounded. The whole population 
of the town was intensely excited and hur- 
ried to the school. 

When the Cemmissary of Police arrived, 
accompanied by a locksmith, the people 
protested vigorously, shouting: ‘‘ Long live 
the sisters and liberty!”’ ‘‘ Down with the 
Ministry! "’ 

Women threw themselves to the ground 
in front of the horses of the gendarmes. 
The Commissary ordered the sisters to open 
the school door. They refused, and the 
locksmith picked the lock and. broke the 
windows amid the denunciations of the 
crowd. The Commissary then ordered the 
sisters to leave the school, which they «id, 
leaning on the arms of the townswomen, 
and accompanied by the priests and thou- 
sands of people they marched to a church, 
where they sang 2 hymn. 

A large crowd followed the gendarmes to 
the railroad station, shouting ‘‘ Death to 
the locksmith!’’ The man was protected 
by the military. 

At one time, when the crowd broke the 
military cordon, the Commissary~ ordered 
the drums to be beaten thrice as a_pre- 
liminary to charging the crewd. Emile 
Villiers, Member of the Chamber of Depu- 
tles for Finisterre, who is a Conservative, 
intervened and appealed to the people to be 
calm. 

Vicomte .Lagatinais, teader of the Oppo- 
sition, cried: *‘ You can arrest me; my a4n- 
cestors died on the scaffold, and I deem it 
an honor to be arrested for this noble 
cause.’’ 

After the expulsion of 
crowd again became so threatening that 
the Commissary ordered the troups to 
charge, bur the intervention of M. Villiers 
induced the people to disperse. A few wo- 
men were hurt in the disorder. 

The Commissary at Crozon tried. to expel 
the sisters from a school, but the gen- 
darmes were unable to force their way 
through the crowd, and the attempt wus 
abandoned.

COL. GEORGE W. HOOKER. 


Death of Former New York Citizen at 
Brattleborough, Vt.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Aug. 7.—Col. 
George W. Hooker died at his home in 
Brattleborough, Vt., on Wednesday night, 
of heart disease. Ten days ago he suffered 
from an attack of heart failure, but had 
so far recovered that he was again about. 
On Wednesday night he had a relapse, and 
died in a very short time. 

Col. Hooker had a National reputation. 
For several years he had resided at New 
York and at Washington, where he was 
Sergeant-at-Arms in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. Of late years he had been 
connected with the firm of Hooker, Corser 
& Mitchell, overall manufacturers, and 
was President of the Valley Fair Associa- 
tion. 

He was born at Salem, N. Y., in 1838, and 
was educated at the West River Academy. 
In August, 1861, he enlisted as a private 
in Company F, Fourth Vermont Volun- 
teers, and soon after was made Sergeant 
Major. By gradual promotion he reached 
the rank of Lieutenant Colonel in 1865, and 
received a medal. of honor from Congress 
for gallantry at South Mountain. 

After the war Col, Hooker joined 
banking firm of William Belden & Co. of 
New York as junior partner. In 1880 he 
was elected to the State Legislature of 
Vermont from Braitleborough, and was by 
it chosen Judge Advocate General. He was 
Department Commander of the Grand 
Army of the Republic in 1879, and re-elect- 
ed the following year. He had been Presi- 
dent of the Vermont Agricultural Society 
and of the Vermont Horse Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation. 

Col, Hooker is survived by a widow, the 
sister of the late James Fisk of New York, 
and one son, James Fisk Hooker, of the 
law firm of Hooker & Bacon.

THE MARKET MOVEMENT.

journment of Case Refused. 


Stock Register Clerk and a Newspaper 
Man Testify Before Master Mabie 
in Northwest Merger Suit. 


Special Master Richard A. Mabie in the 
United States Circuit Court yesterday 
morning continued the hearing in the suit 
of Peter Power to restrain the Northern 
Pacific Railway Company from merging 
its stock with that of the Northern Se- 
curities Company. The Master called John 
G. Dater and Camille Weidenfeld, Mr. 
Dater being the only one to answer his 
name. 

The lawyer representing Peter Power 
asked that the hearing be adjourned until 
Mr. Power should be taken into custody or 
should make his voluntary appearance. 
William D. Guthrie of counsel for the de- 
fense objected, saying that by the order 
of Judge Lacombe the hearing in the suit 
should be continued without waiting for 
Mr. Power. Mr. Mabie decided that the 
hearing should proceed. 

“Will you call the name of Peter Pow- 
er?’ requested Mr. Lamb. 

**Peter Power!” called out Mr. Mabie. 

There was a dead silence in the room 
for a moment, followed by a general titter. 

Mr. Dater, a reporter, testified that he 
did net know Peter Power, but knew his 
counsel, Mr, Lamb. 

‘Have you ever talked with Mr. Lamb 
about this suit?’’ asked Mr. Guthrie. 

“Yes, in a casual way,” replied the wit- 
ness, 

‘Was that before 
had been begun?”’ 

** After,’’ was the answer. 

“Did you anything to Mr. Lamb 
or give him any information that would 
help his client’s case?’ asked Mr. Guthrie.

SAYS WIFE MARRIED 
SIX OTHER MEN. 


Court Refuses Mrs. Elliott’s Application 
for Alimony—She Denies Some 
of the Allegations. 


brought by Mrs. Helen C. 
Elliott Justice Steckler in the Su- 
preme Court yesterday for a reasonable al- 
lowance of alimony and counsel fee, pend- 
ing the trial of,an action she has brought 
against her husband for a separation on 
the of abandonment, Thomas E. 
Elliott, the husband, declares that not only 
did she lock him out of their house in 
1871, and keep out of his sight for thirty- 
one years, but married six other men dur- 
ing that period. He said her name should 
be Mrs. Elliott - Duncan - Beck - Whipple- 
Markwith-Smith-Totten. Mrs, Elliott filed 
an affidavit denying some but admitting a 
tew of the charges, and Justice Steckler 
refused to grant alimony, but allowed the 
woman $75 as counsel fee in order to give 
her a chance of pressing her action. 

Elliott, who is a watchman at the 
tom House, in his affidavit said he 
ried the woman in 1868, when she 
Miss Helen Towle, as he understood 
but it later developed by Mrs. Elliott's af- 
fidavit that she had already embarked on 
her long matrimonial journey, and was 
at that time a widow, with three children. 

Elliott said they lived together for three 
years, when on returning home one night 
in a snowstorm he found the door locked 
on him, and was told to clear out. He 
denies that he ever again lived with his 
wife, and proceeds to give a record of her 
alleged subsequent marital relay journey 
through life. 

In 1875, he says, the plaintiff, 
name of Ellen Towle, married August C. 
Duncan, who later found out that Elliott 
was alive, and in 1881 obtained a decree of 
annulment. he following year again, he 
says, found Mrs. Duncan-Elliott at the 
minister's, this time, Elliott says, on the 
arm of George Peck. The two went to 
Jersey City, but, according to Elliott's 
story, wearied of each other. and Mrs. 
Elliott-Duncan-Peck became Mrs. Charles 
Whipple. During this period she lived at 
Sixth Avenue and Seventeenth Street. As 
Ellen Whipple, Elliott claims that the wo- 
man married John Markwith about 1886, 
and lived with him in Orange, N. J. This 
husband seemed to suit at last, as Elliott 
says that the two lived together until 
Markwith’s death in 1892. The next man 
to wear the smoking jacket, Elliott states, 
was M. Mason Smith of Downesville, N. Y., 
a ceremony being performed shortly after. 
In 1901 the woman closed the list by 
marrying William Totten at Walton, N. J., 
and Elliott charges that both these last 
men are living. 

Mrs. Elliott declares that the original 
separation was brought about by Elliott, 
who abandoned her. Six years elapsed and 
she believed he was dead, and married Dun- 
can. She said she never married Whipple, 
but married Smith, and after his death 
Totten, who she says she immediately left 
after learning that Elliott was alive. She 
got this information, informing her of the 
fact, and begging her to return. She says 
that she did go back, and was affection- 
ately received by Elliott, who treated her 
kindly for about three weeks, afd then 
threatened to shoot her unless she left at 
once.

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THIRD RAIL INJURES TWO. 


One Man Probably Fatally Burned, and 
Another Badly Hurt, While at 
Work on Elevated. 


An accident, in which two men were 
badly burned and otherwise injured, one 
probably fatally, occurred at 1 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon near the Twenty-eighth 
Street station of the Third Avenue division 
of the elevated road. The injured are John 
Wolfert of 1,968 Third Avenue and Jolin 
Coughlin of 858 Tenth Avenue. They were 
engaged in repairing the rails on the south- 
bound track, Coughlin wielding a heavy 
steel hammer and Wolfert holding the iron 
rivets which were being used to fasten the 
rail. 

They were working on the outside rail, 
the one nearest the street, when the acci- 
dent occurred. Instead of striking the rivet 
the hammer came with full force against 
the electrically charged rail, causing a loud 
explosion, 

Coughlin was thrown several feet, and 
tumbled over into the street. Every vestige 
of clothing, even to his shoes, had been 
burned from his body, and the flesh was 
burning. Wolfert’s clothing was also afire, 
and he was thrown several feet. When he 
recovered a soufh-bound train was almost 


} on him, and he had to jump to the street 


He landed without in- 
jump, and staggered up 
Third Avenue. Patrolman Ditsch of the 
East Thirty-fifth Street Station met the 
man and tore his burning clothing from 
him. A call for an ambulance was sent in 
and the two men hurried to Bellevue Hos- 
pital. 

Hardly an inch of Coughlin’s body es- 
caped the action of the electricity. He was 
charred from head to foot, and in places 
the flesh was dropping off. He suffered 
untold agony, and it is considered certain 
he will succumb to his injuries. Wolfert 
was burned in the right hand and down the 
right side. Although severely injured and 
suffering intensely from the shock, he re- 
fused to stay at the hospital afftr his in- 
juries had been dressed, and insisted on 
going to his home. 

The accident was witnessed by many peo- 
ple standing on the two platforms of the 
station, and by some of the passengers on 
trains, there being one proceeding north as 
well as one south bound. The hammer 
which Coughlin was using disappeared mys- 
teriously and has not been found. The 
police insist that the tremendous force of 
the electric current melted the steel and 
burned the wood of the tool.

After being knocked down by a trolley 
car and then locked up in a police station 
cell for six hours on a charge of intoxica- 
tion, Thomas Allen, forty-five years old, of 
South Portland Avenue, Brooklyn, was yes- 
terday found to be suffering from concus- 
sion of the spine and taken to a hospital. 
The fact that the man was not removed to 
a hospitai in the first place is alleged to 
have been due to an error on the part of an 
ambulance surgeon who examined him. 

Allen was attempting to cross Fulton 
Street at Vanderbilt Avenue at 1:30 o'clock 
yesterday morning when he was struck by 
a trolley car:and tossed to one side of the 
track. It is claimed by Allen that neither 
the motorman nor the conductor of the car 
made any atiempt to stop and pick him up, 
but proceeded on their way. A policeman 
of the Classon Avenue Station found Allen 
lying in the street and called an ambulance 
from the Brooklyn Hospital. It is alleged 
that the surgeon, after examining Allen, 
diagnosed his cese as ‘“ strained muscles of 
the neck and shoulder."’ He permitted the 
police to cart the man off to the station 
house in a patrol wagon and lock him up, 
a charge of intoxication being made against 
him. Six hours or more later, when the 
prisoners in the station were about to be 
tuken to the Myrtle Avenue Court for ex- 
amination, 1t was found that Allen was 
very Hl. Ambulance Surgeon Payne of the 
Cumberland Street Hospital was then 
culled. He found that Allen was suffering 
from concussion of the spine, and that -he 
was in a semi-puralyzed condition, Surgeon 
Payne at once removed the injured man to 
the hospital.

MRS. LEDERER WANTS HER SON. 


Justice Dickey Reserves Decision as to 
the Custody of the Child. 


Through her counsel, ex-Assistant Corpo- 
ration Counsel William J. Carr, Adele Rice 
Lederer, wife of George W. Lederer, the 
theatrical manager, yesterday applied to 
Justice Dickey, in the Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn, for the custody of the six-year- 
old of the couple, Maitland Lederer. 
Some time ago John A. Dutton, as referee, 
awarded the custody of the boy to the fa- 
ther for six days in the week and to the 
mother for the seventh day. H. H. Seagar, 
counsel for Mr. Lederer, asked that the re- 
port of the referee be confirmed. 

Lawyer Carr, in opposing this motion, 
said that it was merely a question of money 
which took the boy from his mother. The 
boy, he said, was at an age when he was 
“all ears and eyes and demanded a moth- 


er’s affection and care as to his spiritual, 
ethical, and physical’ upbringing.’’ The 
referee, Mr. Carr continued, thought that, 
as the father had*more mdney than the 
mother, ‘he should have the boy six days a 
week and the mother but one day. 

“The good of the child is the only thing 
to be considered by the court,’ said Jus- 
tice Dickey. ' 

After some further argument Justice 
Dickey said he would reserve his decision 
in the matter. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Lederer were in court, 
but they sat far apart from each other. 
Mrs. Lederer is suing her husband for a 
separation in Manhattan, while he also has 
a suit pending against her.

LONG BRANCH BOAT — 
BREAKS DOWN ON TRIP 


Passengers Excited by Tremend- 
ous Escape of Steam.

Pivot of the Little Silver’s Steel Walk- 
ing Beam Gives Way and Engine 
“Cylinder Head Is Smashed. 


When the Patten Line steamboat Little 
Silver was on her way to-the city from 
Long Branch yesterday morning the pivot 
of the heavy steel walking beam gave way. 
The beam, deprived of support, ‘crashed 
down through the superstructure and land- 
ed on the engine, smashing a_ cylinder 
head. This permitted the escape of a great 
quantity of steam, and the passengers, 
many of whom .became hysterical, thought 
the boat was about to blow up. 

Great excitement reigned for a few mo- 
ments, but Capt. Edwards and the crew 
convinced the passengers that there was 
no danger, and finally a passing tug, the 
Crescent, threw out a line to the Little Sil- 
ver and towed her to her pier, at the foot 
of West Thirteenth Street. 

The Little Silver left Long Branch at 7:10 
o'clock, and was off Sandy Hook when the 
accident occurred. There were more than 
200 passengers aboard, a great number 
being women and children. The terrific 
noise and jar caused by the fall of the 
walking beam threw everybody into a 


state of fear, which was intensified by the 
noise and volume of steam éscaping from 
the broken cylinder. Several women faint- 
ed, more became hysterical, and there was 
a wild rush fof -the life preservers. 

“The way some of the passengers tried 
to put on the life preservers,"’ sald George 
Donegan of Bayonne, who was on the boat, 
“was very funny. [ saw one woman tying 
a life preserver around her feet, and a fat 
man was iy A to fasten one of the flat 
variety around his neck." 

No one was injured, and the frightened 
ones soon recdvered their composure. The 
passengers praised Capt. Edwards and the 
deckhands for their coolness during the 
excitement. The Little Silver reached her 
pier at 1:20 o'clock. 

The walking beam had been broken in 
the middle when it struck the cylinder 
head, and there was a large crack across 
the top of the cylinder plate. Both con- 
necting rods were also broken. Capt. Ed- 
wards said that a month would be neces- 
sary to put the boat in complete repair. 


BOY’S SUICIDE FROM GRIEF. 
Tock Poison that He Might Rejoin His 
Grandmother, Who Died of 
Apoplexy. 


Overcome by grief over the death of his 
grandmother, William “Lacey, seventeen 
years old, of 276 Central Avenue, West Ho- 
boken, killed himself with carbolic acid 
yesterday. He died in the North Hudson 
Hospital, to which haswas taken when his 
act was discovered. The boy was employed 
in a wholesale drug house in New York, 
and there, it is thought, obtained the acid. 

His grandmother was Mrs. Gerrity, whose 
home was at 248 Boulevard, West Hoboken.

LEGAL NOTES, 


HUSBAND’s LIABILITY FOR NECESSARIES. 
—On the trial of an action brought by Joh: 
Wanamaker against Simon J. Wéaver to re- 
cover for articles of wearing apparel and 
-for the household, purchaseg by the latter's 
wife, the court charged the jury that “if 
it appears affirmatively that the lady was 
abundantly supplied with similar articles 
purchased elsewhere, and that there was 
not, in fact, any, reasonable necessity for 
such expenditure, the husband cinnot be 
held responsible unless there is some af- 
firmative proof of actual authority outside 
of the authority the law infers from their 
marital relations.’’ This charge, the Fourth 
Appellate Division holds, in reversing a 
judgment on a verdict for the defendant, 
was in effect enunciating the principle that 
if a wife, living with her husband, seeks to 
purchase goods of a merchant, the latter, 
before selling, must first make an inquisi- 
torial examination and ascertain whether 
the family possess an adequate supply of 
the articles which the wife desires to pur- 
chase. According to this view, says Justice 
Spring for ‘the appellate court, “if she 


wishes to buy a pair of hose, a towel, a 
aper of pins, or 4 pair of shoes for the 
aby, it is incumbent upon the merchant to 

be thoroughly satisfied that the household 

needs replenishing with the articles which 
the faithful spouse desires. If this is the 
rule, the only safe course, inevitably, is 
for the wife to present to the merchant an 
inventory of the household goods, and 
even then he may overstep by selling one 
towel too many. The marital relation in 
this country is not so demeaning to the wife 
as this principle implies. The husband 
by the fact of his marriage, makes 
his wife his agent for whatsoever 
necessaries she may purchase, unless he 
has expressly forbidden the merchant to 
sell to her upon his credit. This rule may 
at Umes work injustice, but good policy
